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If the alleged intention of Germany to equal the fleets 
of Great Britain shall have no other effect, it has pro- 
duced one good result at least, namely, the puncturing of 
that bubble which certain Englishmen, headed by William 
T. Stead, have been blowing for years, and in which they 
have seen the iridescent rainbows of a universal peace. 
As soon as there loomed on the horizon the prospect of 
England’s losing her sea pre-eminence, the racial feeling 
in such men rode down their milk-and-water sentiments, 
and they stood forth as Englishmen first and philosophers 
afterward. Perhaps none but we a year ago would have 
been willing to admit that Mr. Stead, who has been de- 
nouncing armaments so loudly and long that he often 
has come within an ace of making an _ international 
nuisance of himself, might in a short time come to see 
the folly of his philosophy; but we have long held that 
wars are the outgrowth not of armaments themselves, but 
of the antagonisms that are born of race and trade, and 
that when the true patriot sees his country in danger he 
will sacrifice his most cherished ideals of universal peace 
and brotherhood for the sake of his homeland. We have 
never had occasion to question the patriotism of Mr. Stead, 
and therefore we always felt that he would rise to the 
situation if his pride in his country’s power were touched. 
Our opinion has been justified by Mr. Stead’s utterances 
in the Independent on the problem now facing England of 
surrendering her long vaunted sea supremacy or meeting 
Germany’s challenge. ‘These words from the pen of Mr. 
Stead sound more like an appeal from one of those whom 
he has been wont to call jingoes than like the statement 
of one who has been asserting for years that there is 
scarcely ever a justification of preparations for war, and 
who, during the Boer war, issued a paper in London de- 
nouncing the government for attacking the South Ameri- 
can republics. Mr. Stead has come to see that the only 
way to avoid war is to maintain an unquestioned naval 
supremacy at whatever cost. Another reflection of the 
change in sentiment that has been effected by the recent 
naval flurry in Europe was seen at the convention in 
Toronto, Ont., on June 21, of the International Council of 
Women. The major part of the report of the peace and 
arbitration committee, dealing with efforts to bring about 
limitation of armaments, abolition of standing armies, 
circulation of peace petitions, etc., was thrown out, after 
Frau Stritt, a delegate from Germany and third vice- 
president, had said that the German people had no sym- 
pathy with the movement. The motion to promote an an- 
nual peace day was opposed by the delegates from Ger- 
many. Italy, Sweden and Great Britain.

On July 1 the Cuban Secretary of State transferred to 
the Spanish Minister in Havana the sum of $50,000, the 
first of three successive annual payments, amounting in 
all to $300,000, for war material remaining in Cuban 
fortresses at the time Cuba gained her independence. This 
payment was made in accordance with an agreement 
reached between Provisional Governor Magoon and the 
Spanish Minister to Cuba on Januaiy 25, 1909. As a 
matter of loyalty to Spain the United States Government 
was obligated to see that Spanish rights under the treaty 
respecting Cuba should not be unheeded. During the for- 
mer military government which the United States main- 
tained in Cuba the Government of the United States per- 
mitted the matter to remain in statw quo, because it was 
considered better to leave the final decision in the hands 
of the Cubans themselves rather than to cause a settle- 
ment by the Provisional Government of Intervention. No 
progress was made, however, under the Government of 
Sefior Palma toward the proposed sale, and therefore it 
was deemed expedient to reach a final determination in 





the matter before turning over the Government of Cuba. 
This purchase by Cuba of artillery left over by the Span- 
ish forces when they left the island does not give any 
right to Spain to demand that Cuba now pay any part 
of the debts incurred by Spain when the island was her 
colony. In the discussions preceding the signing of the 
treaty of Paris, the representatives of the United States 
made it plain that Cuba was not to be held liable for any 
portion of the debts of the monarchy, and knowledge of 
this understanding enabled Cuba to reply in the negative 
when the Spanish minister in Havana recently suggested 
that the new republic help the old government to dis- 
charge its debts. If Spain had granted Cuba her inde- 
pendence of her own volition, such a demand would have 
been reasonable, but as the liberty of the island came 
through war, and after Spain had resisted to the utmost, 
the Cubans are under no obligations to help pay debts 
incurred under the ancient régime. As a matter of fact, 
much of this debt was occasioned because of Spain’s re- 
fusal to grant independence, which brought on the long 
periods of internal strife on the island. News from 
Havana on July 10 was to the effect that President Gomez 
had broken his contract with gun manufacturers in France 
and Germany for 15,000 Mausers and artillery, in re- 
sponse to a note from the government in Washington 
calling attention to the fact that contracts with foreign 
firms were made without advertising for bids, thus depriv- 
ing American manufacturers of the opportunity to take 
part. Cordial messages passed between Presidents Gomez 
and Taft following the presentation of regimental colors to 
the Cuban Army on Independence Day. Replying to 
President Gomez’s despatch, expressing the hope that the 
act would seal the everlasting friendship of the two na- 
tions, President Taft said that “the incident of the presen- 
tation of colors testifies the good-will of the American 
people to Cuba and the Cubans and is welcome as is 
everything that tends to affirm the intimate relations that 
unite the two nations in their advancement and beget 
mutual confidence and friendly regard.” President Gomez 
expressed the hope that the‘act might “seal the everlasting 
friendship of the two nations, and may the hurrah with 
which our soldiers and people hail the symbolical present 
find its way to the hearts of the American people.” 





The ruthless hand of progress has touched the name 
and fame of Noah and cre long we may see him dis- 
credited even as a sailing master. Already he has lost 
his reputation in the eyes of naval architects, as we learn 
on reading the proceedings of the recent meeting of the 
Society of Naval Architects and Marine Engineers at 
Detroit, Mich. When Prof. H. S. Sadler, of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, in speaking to the resolution to make 
Noah an honorary member of the society, said he was the 
“father of the designing profession,” he was sharply re- 
buked by Frank E. Kirby, of New York, who, with a 
degree of heat scarcely warranted by the remoteness of 
the date of Noah’s activities, asserted that the hero of 
the flood was “only a gamekeeper and not a designer.” 
His motion that Noah’s name be laid on the table was 
agreed to, with only one dissenting voice. While- there 
may be doubt as to the designing abilities of Noah, we are 
sure that the navigating officers of the Navy would to a 
man give him credit for being the only sailor to find a 
mooring on top of a mountain. The high respect that the 
late John Hay had for Noah as a sailor was illustrated 
one day when he was Secretary of State and a reporter 
asked him whether the report was true that he had ar- 
ranged with Spain for a coaling station for our Navy. 
“The story is partly true,” said the Secretary with a 
twinkle in his eye. “I am negotiating with the Turkish 
government for the use of Mount Ararat as a port of 
entry.” Of course, some envious seamen may say that 
the oldest helmsman in history ran aground without 
finding a mooring, but we are disposed to give our 
ancient friend the benefit of the doubt, as we believe 
the officers of the Revenue Cutter Service, now on duty 
in Bering Sea, are ready to.do, after such experiences 
as those described in recent reports of volcanic disturb- 
ances in the vicinity of Unalaska, in the Aleutian Archi- 
pelago, where islands visited one day disappear the next; 
where mountains drop out of sight and make the sur- 
rounding sea as hot as the water in a Turkish bath, and 
where a fine anchorage at night may be the top of a 
mountain before morning.

Having exhausted other objects for their wrath, the 
Boston anti-militarists are finding fault with the August 
War Game. An officer of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion cf Massachusetts sends us an extract from 
the Boston Evening Record of July 10, containing the 
letter of a Roxbury citizen who asks in evident rage 
what the school and college peace societies are doing 
when they cannot find time to make organized protest 
against this War Game, which is variously designated 
wn the vocabulary of this angry Roxburyite as a “dese- 
eration of liberty’s soil,” ‘a wanton waste of the state’s 
energies,” “a blot on the country’s fair page,’ and “a 
prostitution of the resources of the people.” We fear 
this citizen has been busier studying a dictionary of 
vituperative synonyms than a history of the United 
States. Of course, men of common sense know that the 
War Game is simply one of the phases of national de- 
fense, and that if it is a worthy target of that thesaurus 
of abuse, so is every other form of national defense. It 
would be interesting to see that Roxbury citizen, if he is 
a man of property, should a foreign war break out and a 
fleet sail to bombard the American coast. Roxbury is 


very near the sea, and several good-sized shells from a 
warship would destroy much of that citizen’s property if 
the foreign gunners should happen ‘to get a line on his 
front porch. We do not know this Roxbury protester, but 
we venture the prediction that at the news of the sailing 
of the fleet he would be among the first at the State House 
to urge that the American Navy be asked to concentrate 
around Boston Bay, nor would we hear much then of the 
“desecration of liberty’s soil,” etc. These phrases sound 
very fine in time of peace, but when one’s home and fire- 
side are in danger they fade away into the realm of the 
visionary and unpractical. 





From Mare Island, Cal., a correspondent writes: “The 
much-talked-of order by which Comdr. Clarence A. Carr, 
inspector of machinery at this yard, is placed in full 
charge of all work done in what was formerly known as 
the steam engineering department, went into effect here 
on Tuesday, July 5, and there is much speculation as to 
how it will work out. There is a controversy over the 
words ‘full control’ as contained in the order of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, Commander Carr taking the stand 
that it means full control in every sense of the words, 
thus giving him direct charge of both the work and the 
men who are performing it. Naval Constr. Holden A. 
Evans, general manager of the yard, contends that Com- 
mander Carr is merely to have full supervision of the 
work and that both men and the shop organization, with 
the power to rate and dismiss employees, are still vested 
in him. In this view he is upheld by Capt. Thomas 8. 
Phelps, the yard commandant, and it is upon this basis 
that the order is now in effect, the entire matter, with the 
interpretation placed upon it by the commandant, having 
been submitted to the Secretary of the Navy for his ap- 
proval or disapproval. If it is given the former, things 
will remain much as they have been since the famous con- 
solidation order first went into effect. If, on the other 
hand, the interpretations of Commander Carr are upheld it 
will mean the division of the yard into two departments. 
While no officer is ready to admit it, it is the old con- 
tention between the line and the staff, and officers of both 
branches at the yard are anxiously awaiting the outcome.” 


The injury to the Sault Ste. Marie canal, caused re- 
cently by the collision of a steamer with the locks, has 
been held to prove the superiority of the sea-level canal, 
but the sea-level canal at Suez has been repeatedly ob- 
structed by vessels running aground, and ships have even 
been wrecked in this greatest sea-level canal of the world. 
It is further well known that the narrow channels con- 
necting the Great Lakes have often been obstructed by 
vessels running aground or being wrecked in such a man- 
ner as to block the passage for all traffic. Time and 
again ships have gone aground in the channels in New 
York Bay, and not many years ago, when Rear Admiral 
Evans was taking a fleet out of New York Harbor in 
broad daylight, several battleships ran aground in the 
Lower Bay. These accidents are taken as illustrations 
of the danger attending navigation in a narrow, winding 
channel, which would be one of the chief features of the 
proposed sea-level canal at Panama. The accidents that 
have happened to ships in the Suez Canal should not be 
lost sight of, for one of the chief arguments against the 
lock type is that it makes accidents in transit probable, 
while the sea-level type makes accidents impossible. As 
we have seen after studying the records, nothing of the 
kind is true as to the canals of the Suez type, and it 
would give the opponents of the lock canal a greater repu- 
tation for sincerity if they would frankly admit the weak- 
nesses of the Suez type rather than evade them or pur- 
posely seek to conceal them.

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In connection with the proposed additional officers’ bill 
a correspondent invites attention to the roster of the 3d 
Cavalry, as an example of the need of additional officers. 
“On this date, July 7,’ he says, “there are present for 
duty with troops only twenty officers of the fifty supposed 
to be present.” On detached service, by the latest list, 
three officers of the 3d Cavalry are at Fort Leavenworth, 
three on college details, two at West Point, and one each 
as follows: General Staff, recruiting duty, Q. M. Gen- 
eral’s office, aide-de-camp, Philippine Scouts, Panama 
Canal, Honolulu, Fort Riley, Philippines, Tokyo, Fort 
Bayard, Hot Springs Hospital, on long leave. This ac- 
counts for 21 not with troops, on detached service or 
long leaves; leaving 29 on duty with troops; and of these 
according to our correspondent nine must be on shorter 


leaves of absence or temporary duty not with 3d Cavalry 
troops. 

“Tt is now so many years since the dress of a gentle- 
man demanded broadcloth, gold lace and bright colors 
that it seems to me the soldier should be willing to forego 
the doubtful distinction of this barbaric splendor,” says 
a Cavalry officer. “Why have a dress/nniform? An offi- 
cer on leave in London, shortly after the Boer war, was 
struck with the fact that not a red coat was te be seen 
and that Tommy Atkins on the street was invariably in 
puttees and the woolen khaki, which we have disguised 
for American use under the name of olive drab. One 
day, peering through a sally port into a barrack yard, he 
was surprised to see every one in scarlet coats, gold lace 
and pipe clay. The sergeant at the gate explained that 
while this was the working dress and obligatory in their 
barracks, the men going out on pass were permitted to 
wear their smart, neat fitting khaki and puttees, and that 
none of them would show themselves outside in red.” 
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Typographically reflecting credit upon the artistry of 
the Fort Leavenworth printers, a brief historical sketch 
and roster of the officers and enlisted men of the 3d Bat- 
talion, Engineers, U.S.A., has been issued by that or- 
ganization. The text is from the pen of the commanding 
officer, Major Clement A. F. Flagler. The pages are of 
thick deckle edge paper, bound together with silk cord, 
and the illustrations are prints of photographs set in the 
pages. The scarlet color of the Engineers is carried out 
in the ink used. The history begins with the founding 
of the Engineers in June, 1775, and comes down to the 
present organization of three battalions as effected in 
1901. Congress in 1775 authorized the appointment of 
one Chief of Engineers and two assistants, but it was 
not until 1778 that Congress provided for Engineer troops. 
Three companies. consisting of four officers and sixty- 
eight men per company, were then organized. The two 
illustrations show a pontoon bridge built at Fort Riley, 
Kas., by the Engineers. and a bridge built by the 3d Bat- 
talion across the Kansas River, in 1906-7. A list of all 
the officers who have served with the Battalion since its 
organization is given. The officers serving with the Bat- 
talion en March 25, 1909, were these: Field and staff, 
Major Flagler. Capt. Ernest D. Peek, adjutant; Lieut. 
Robert P. Howell. ir.. quartermaster and commissary ; 
Co. I, Capt. William G. Caples, Lieut. John W. N. 
Schulz: Co. K, 1st Lieut. Douglas MacArthur, command- 
ing. 2d Lieut. Clarence L. Sturdevant; Co. L. Capt. John 
It. Slattery. Lieut. Virgil LL. Peterson; Co. M, 1st Lieut, 
Roger TD. Black, cn special duty as range officer and in 
charge of the construction of target range, Fort Leaven- 
worth: 2d Lieut. Earl J. Atkisson. The non-commis- 
sioned staff was composed of William Debenham, quarter- 
master sergeant, and John TI.. Corbett. sergeant major. 
The first sergeants were William Willmott, Wesley 
tolden, William FE. Coffey, and Irving Houghton. Among 
the sergeants we find some who have long records of serv- 
ice to their credit. William F. Lusk, Irving Houghton 
and Emmet Garvey each have reached twenty-six years; 
Joseph H. Weldin, twenty-three: William Randall, twen- 
ty-two: Patrick Morgan. Henry Hill and Daniel P. Miller 
twenty-one; William FE. Coffey, nineteen; Frederick N. 
Gregerson, eighteen, and William Willmott. George V. 
Chatham and Samuel Silverman, seventeen. Long service 
corporals are Hiram Johnson, twenty-five years: Mike 
Downey. nineteen, and Fred Starkey, eighteen. Fifteen 
enlisted men are recorded as having been retired from 
the 3d Battalion since its formation in 1901.

Following the recent publication of the report of the 
special Board of Army Engineers on a fourteen-foot 
waterway from Chicago to the Gulf, which decided ad- 
versely to the proposition, declaring that commercially it 
was not feasible, there was a great outcry from newspa- 
pers of the sections immediately affected by the decision, 
which contended that the board went out of its way to 
discuss the commercial aspects of the canal, that it should 
have confined its conclusions to the strictly engineering 
phases of the question, ete. Long fulminations from the 
presidents of commercial bodies interested in promoting 
this channel criticized the board for thus “injecting un- 
warrantedly” its opinions on matters outside of its prov- 
ince, and much ink and space were wasted in papers pub- 
lished in the Mississippi valley in trying to show that the 
Engineers had sought to injure the prospects of the pro- 
posed improvement of the river. All these criticisms were 
based upon ignorance of the law under which the Board 
of Engineers acted. The board was constituted by the 
Act of March 2, 1907, which, among its other duties, 
specified that the “board was to * * * to examine * * * 
and report * * * upon the practicability and desirability 
of * * * a channel fourteen feet deep. In its report the 
board shall cover * * * the present and prospective com- 
merce of said waterway, both local and general * * *; it 
shall also report whether other plans of improvement can 
be devised by which the probable demands of traffic, pres- 
ent and prospective, can be adequately met. * * *”” Knowl- 
edge of the law was evidently lacking in those who object- 
ed to the convincing report of the board or ignorance of 
it was assumed in order to make it appear that there 
was a studied opposition to the improvement of the Mis- 
sissippi River on the part of the officials in Washington. 
We referred last week to the effort making in New Or- 
leans to have it appear that the Navy is opposed to the 
Mississippi River, and perhaps this misrepresentation of 
the duties of the Board of Engineers may have behind it 
the intention of trying to show that the Army has joined 
with the Navy in attempting to discredit the Father of 
Waters. What can be gained by those who have at heart 
the betterment of waterways conditions on the Missis- 
sippi by such distortion of the plain facts is not easily 
understeod. If it be said that these attacks on the Army 
Engineers by functionaries of commercial societies are due 
te want of knowledge, then it is obvious that the first 
need is to get men at the head of these organizations who 
will not in ignorance condemn so conscientious a body of 
soldiers as the officers of the Engineer Corps. 
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The act which we have quoted above gave to the mem- 
bers of the board no option in the matter of expressing 
their views on the present and prospective commerce of 
the Mississippi River and on the desirability of the im- 
provement as based thereon. As Col. W. H. Bixby, Corps 
of Engrs., U.S.A.. senior member of the board, well says, 
in a letter to the New Orleans Picayune, the “board sim- 
ply obeyed the direct orders of Congress, and in such cir- 
cumstances is entitled to credit for work thoroughly and 
conscientiously performed instead of being blamed there- 
fer.” An interesting detail of the work of the board has 
been entirely overlooked by its detractors, and that is, that 
the board was not composed entirely of officers of the 
Corps of Engineers, but included two civilian members of 
the Mississippi River Commission, who concurred unani- 
mously in the report of the board. The New Orleans 
Picayune is frank enough to admit that the revival of 
old-time steamboating would be doubtful even if the four- 
teen-foot channel were made. This report of the attack 
upon the report of the board is illuminative in one way, 
however. It shows what small consideration some types 
of Americans give to established reputations and with 
what airy aplomb they will question the motives of men 
of the highest character whenever their financial interests 
are affected. In probably no other country in the worid 
would the report by a board composed of officers of so 
high standing as the Engineers of the Army have been so 
wantonly criticized by men of more than ordinary posi- 
tion in the business world. In other nations the reputa- 








tion of the Engineers would have been a sufficient guar- 
antee of the impartiality and conscientiousness of the re- 


port to restrain criticism until a thorough acquaintancé 
had been made with the duties and obligations imposed 
upon the board. This audacity of ignorance, while snot 
wholly an American trait, is often so conspicuous in our 
public life as to explain frequent attacks upon the Serv- 
ices and to justify the poet’s regret, that “fools rush in 
where angels fear to tread.” 








In telling us in a little book how to identify the stars, 
Prof. Willis I. Milham, of Williams College, explains in- 
terestingly the difficulties and also the pleasure associated 
with picking out the stars, which Longfellow in one of 
the most beautiful lines in all poetry described as “the 
forget-me-nots of the angels.’ The first definite informa- 
tion concerning the constellations comes from Claudius 
Ptolemy. who at the Alexandrian School of Philosophy 
about 150 A.D. located forty-eight constellations. These 
were deemed too sacred to be added to down through the 
centuries, till 1601, when Tycho Brahe added two constel- 
lations. Other astronomers followed suit until by 1800 
there were 112 constellations. Some of these overlapped 
and there was so much confusion that by common consent 
among astronomers twenty-four have been dropped, until 
now there are but eighty-eight constellations. In the list, 
says the book, “three kinds of names are used: names of 
animals. names borrowed from mythology and names of 
pieces of apparatus.” By animals we suppose the author 
intends to include birds, for ““Tucana” means American 
goose. It is not generally known that in determining the 
magnitude of stars the orb Polaris (alpha Urse Minoris) 
is usually taken as the fundamental star. The magni- 
tudes of stars, or their comparative brightness, remain 
remarkably constant. Only about fifty visible to the 
naked eye show any variation in magnitude. In locating 
stars, the book suggests, it is best to carry a pocket elec- 
tric lamp with which to illuminate the tracings of the lo- 
cation of the star. When a beginning is once made prog- 
ress is easy and engrossingly attractive. A single hour’s 
instruction by one familiar with the stars is sufficient to 
give a large amount of information to a beginner, Sin- 
gularly enough, a clear. moonless night is not the best 
time to begin such a study. Moonlight tends to pale out 
the fainter stars, thus making the bright ones more con- 
spicuous and preventing confusion. The book, which con- 
tains explanatory charts and figures. comes from the press 
of the Macmillan Company, New York. 





The charter by the Navy Department of twelve British 
colliers to transport about 75,000 tons of Pocahontas 
coal from the Atlantic to the Pacific harrows the feelings 
of Railway and Marine News, which refers to it as “the 
most recent outrage perpetrated against Pacifie coast 
American shipping and regularly established lines.” The 
policy of the administration in bringing coal to the Pacific 
coast has had much to do with the demoralization of 
shipping there, our contemporary believes. Puget Sound, 
it says, stands third in the nation supplying fuel coal: 
one firm alone in British Columbia, a few miles from 
Bremerton, and within 2,000 miles of Magdalena Bay, 
produces three-quarters of a million tons of fuel coal 
annually: the Bremerton yard made a test of Comox, 
B.C., coal. and placed that coal only about six per cent. 
less in efficiency than Pocahontas. And yet, says the 
News, “they ship Eastern coal, in vast fleets of foreign 
bottoms, and say to us they are sorry, but cannot help 
complaining Pacific coast shipping companies. Pacific 
coal has sufficient efficiency to be practicable for ordinary 
use in our naval vessels; and still our Navy cannot use it 
for ordinary cruising purposes. Instead they import At- 
lantic coast coal at much greater cost, and in addition 
ruin the trade of our merchant vessels.” The recently 
chartered colliers and their probable capacities are given 
as follows: S.S. Strathfillan, 6,100 tons; Strathgoe, 6,100 
ton: Strathgvle, 6,100 tons: Headley, 6,000: Belle of 
Scotland, 7,000; Guernsey, 6,100: Cape Finisterre, 6,100; 
Hutton Wood, 5,600: Hynford, 6.000; Riverdale, 6,000: 
Baron, 6,000, and Forsdale, 6,000, making a total of 
73,100 tons. 
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The French Naval Council’s shipbuilding program, 
which has just received the endorsement of the Minister 
of Marine, extends over a period of fifteen years, and 
according to its provisions the French navy will in 1925 
possess forty-five battleships, twelve cruisers, sixty tor- 
pedo catchers, eighty-four smaller torpedo catchers for 
harbor defense .and in addition sixty-four submarines. 
The all-big-gun battleships provided for are estimated to 
cost $14,000,000 each. The cruisers are to cost on an av- 
erage of $480 a ton, the destroyers $860 a ton, and the sub- 
marines $900 a ton. This construction program will re- 
quire an expenditure of $541,200,000. Allowing for super- 
annuation of ships now in service. the number of new 
ships to be built between now and 1925 is 227. Of these, 
thirty-five are battleships of 22.000 tons, twelve cruisers 
of 10,000 tons, forty-three torpedo catchers of 600 tons, 
eighty-four torpedo catchers of 300 tons and fifty-three 
submarines. Though France has launched three Dread- 
noughts, the latest type of French cruiser actually com- 
pleted is the Ernest Renan. With an indicated horse- 
power of 37,700, she made a speed on her full power 
trial of 24.24 knots, which is claimed as a record for an 
armored cruiser fitted with reciprocating engines. This 
is, however, considerably behind the full power trial of the 
United States cruiser Chester, which. with her turbine 
engines, attained 26.5 knots. The Ernest Renan is a 
sister ship of the Waldeck-Rousseau, launched a year 
ago, and of the Edgar Quinet, which should be ready to 
go into commission during the present summer. These 
are the best armored scout cruisers in the French navy. 
They are of 13,700 tons each.

The New Orleans Picayune, dealing with the compul- 
sory retirement in the Navy. says that there should be a 
better way to provide the necessary flow of promotion. 
“Granting that most of the officers retired by compulsion 
deserved to be so retired, some have not merited such 
treatment. and none actually deserved the slur upon their 
records which this method of selection for retirement im- 
plies. Another defect in the law is the incentive it holds 
out for voluntary retirement, thus affording an oppor- 
tunity for capable officers who could still serve for years 
on the active list to secure retirement and the next higher 
grade. with full freedom to engage in any other occupa- 
tion they may desire. The whole system is bad, and the 
sooner it is amended the better. A much wiser method 
of providing for the proper flow of promotion would be 
a system of retirement for age in grade, such as the 
British navy has. By this system any officer who has 





served to a certain age in any grade, from lieutenant up, 
without promotion, is retired automatically. Such a sys- 
tem involves no humiliation of deserving officers, and 
therefore is infinitely preferable to our system, which, 
however impartial, casts a certain slur on the officers 
selected for retirement.” . 
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Describing his experiences on one occasion, Mr. John 
B. Stevens, a traveling man, described as a non-prohibi- 
tionist, says, in a letter to the New York Sun: “I was 
at Junction City, Fort Riley, where the last vestige of the 
liquor traffic has been wiped out, and I fraternized with 
the boys in every branch of the Army service. They 
were a fine, happy lot of young men. Five hundred or 
more attended the little open-air theater, and they sat 
and applauded through the performance, hundreds more 
patronized the stores and restaurants, and were sending 
home presents; all sober. About 10 o’clock the post trol- 
ley cars were crowded with as lively, happy a crowd of 
men as I ever saw, and not a drink had been sold in the 
town that night, not an arrest, not an angry word any- 
where. Across the writing table from me a soldier with 
service stripes said that it was the only way to live and 
that it was only when the boys got full of bad whiskey 
that they got bad, and when they knew that it could not 
be got they ‘forgot it.’” 
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It is fitting that the restoration of Fort Ticonderoga 
should be under way at the time of the tercentenary cele- 
bration of the discovery of Lake Champlain. No Ameri- 
can fort holds a higher place in our history than that of 
“old Ti,” as it is affectionately called by the natives. It 
was here that Gen. Ethan Allen, with less than a hun- 
dred Green Mountain boys, rushed in upon the fort in the 
early days of the Revolution and surprised the commander 
with a demand for the surrender of the place. To the de- 
mand of the astonished commandant to know in whose 
name the surrender was asked, General Allen roared: 
“In the name of the Great Jehovah and the Continental 
Congress,” an assumption of partnership with deity that 
was so bold and timely that posterity has not deemed it 
too sacrilegious to exclude it from a niche in the temple 
of famous sayings, together with Lawrence’s ‘Don’t give 
up the ship,” Perry’s “‘We have met the enemy and they 
are ours,” ete. 
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“The 16-Inch” is the unusual name carried by what 
is described by the editors as the “first Army Young Men’s 
Christian Association paper.” It is published at Fort 
Totten, N.Y., and every copy of the first issue was taken. 
A larger picture of the Army Y.M.C.A. post exchange 
building at the fort decorates the second issue, which was 
published on July 12. One item in it says that a large 
delegation of: soldiers attended the services of the Re- 
formed Church, Flushing, JI.I., on July 4, in honor of 
the patriotic program arranged by the pastor, the Rev. 
Thomas H. MacKenzie, and Secretary Charles R. Dean, 
of the Y.M.C.A. In the quarterly district field meet, 
held on June 25 last, the Y.M.C.A. representatives did 
their part in carrying off the honors. We note that regu- 
lar service is held at the chapel every Sunday evening by 
Chaplain Ernest P. Newsom. :

New regulations were issued last year in regard to the 
marriage of officers of the Austrian navy, which have now 
been made, as far as possible, identical with those in 
force in the army. Only one-third of the officers of the 
executive branch may be married, while sixty-six per cent. 
of the engineer officers and officers of the medical branch 
are privileged to do so. Officers applying for leave to 
marry must prove a special investment at four per cent. 
of a capital sum, varying, according to rank, from 15,000 
to 60,000 kronen ($3,750 to $15,000). In the case of 
officers under thirty years of age, the investment must be 
fifty per cent. higher in value. 
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Members of the Hospital Corps appear to have a fond- 
ness for “Caduceus” as a pen name, several Jetters upon 
Hospital Corps matters having appeared in our columns 
over that signature, which were, we find, from different 
correspondents. A sergeant of the Hospital Corps, who 
wrote over that signature about a year ago, wishes it 
noted that he is not the author of two recent letters which 
were also signed “Caduceus.”

The International Congress on Tuberculosis opened at 
Stockholm, Sweden, July 8, in the Riksdag Chamber.

Dr. John Wise, medical director, U.S.N., 
advocated the compulsory registration and segregation of 
consumptives.

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IMPROVED MILITARY SUPPLIES.

Some hae meat, and canna eat, 
And some wad eat that want it; 

But we hae meat, and we can eat, 
And so the Lord be thankit. 


These celebrated lines, called “The Selkirk Grace,” 
written by Robert Burns, have a special application to 
the inspection that is carried on at present to continually 
make improvement of military supplies of meats and meat 
food products for our Army, the object of which is, not 
only to have meat that we can eat, but meats which, be- 
cause of the care in their selection and excellence of their 
preparation for Army supplies, can evoke nothing byt 
words of satisfaction. 

Improvement, increased efficiency, is the high purpose 
of every branch of the military service; but, among those 
who are concerned with food supplies, the earnestness for 
improvement is intense. As meat is such an important 
eomponent of the ration, the greatest efforts have been 
put forth, in recent years at all events, to thoroughly re- 
vise the specifications under which it is purchased, to 
raise the standards for the article, by inauguration of a 
special system of inspection of that which it is desired to 
be delivered, and by causing to be erected every safeguard 
against the obtainment of everything but the best meats 
and meat food products which must be procured for the 
military service. 

The improvement of meat food supplies has been 
brought about by changes which have occurred outside 
the military service as well as within it. By virtue of 
those two Federal laws, the Food and Drug Act of June 
30, 1906, and the new Meat Inspection Law (the Bever- 
idge Act) of the same date, which were the culmination 
of many years’ agitation for reform in the food-making 
industries, such changes have taken place as to revolution- 
ize previously existing conditions, and to bring about more 
cleanly, more honest methods, and, consequently, purer 
foods, truthful labels, correct weights, in every commercial 
branch of food manufacture. Who does not know of the 
transformation of the meat packing trade, accomplished 
within the last three or four years through the Beveridge 
Act—the present sanitary handling of meats in establish- 
ments under Federal inspection; the prohibition of 
noxious drugs as curatives or preservatives; the refusal 
of the Government to sanction the use, for food manu- 
facture, in any department, of meats unsound, unwhole- 
some, unhealthy, or otherwise unfit for human food; of 
the condemnation cf all such meats, and disposal of them 
so that they cannot be turned into edible products? This 
law, administered by the Pureau of Animal Industry of 
the Department of Agriculture, has wrought a reforma- 
tion in the meat commerce of the country. 

But before these reforms in the commercial world oc- 
curred, the Subsistence Department of the Army had seen 
the necessity for, and the value of, the inauguration of 
‘a special, particularized inspection of its own meats of 
all sorts, at the time they were to be selected and pre- 
pared, at the meat packing centers, in fulfilment of its 
contracts with firms for supplies. Though the reforms 
which have taken place in the commercial world have 
assisted in the improvement of Army meat stores, and 
will likely always render such assistance, in the main the 
wonderful improvements which have been accomplished 
in these special supplies, within nearly a decade, have 
been brought about by the establishment of its own sharp, 
‘stern, severe system of inspection, carried out with zeal 
by men in the military service doing duty at the very 
times that Army meat contracts are being filled; and the 
gradual development of the details of this system of 
surveillance, so that every step taken in the preparation 
of these supplies shall be known to the inspectors, and 
every manufacturing operation be watched by them. 

Before speaking of the workings of this system of in- 
<pection, we should mention the general order in vogue in 


the Subsistence Department on inspections of food sup- . 


plies, in the Regulations of that department, and its 
meaning as applied to preparation of meat foods. 

Circular 4, Office of the Commissary General, March 
27, 1908 (Form 32, W.D., 0.C.G., 206,974), which is 
the order in present use, has the following remarks on 
inspections. “Supplies, including packages offered for ac- 
ceptance, shall be subject to such inspection as deemed 
necessary by the purchasing officer. and whenever, in his 
opinion, the same are not of the kind or quality stipu- 
lated for, they shall be rejected.” = “All sup- 
plies furnished under contract or otherwise will be sub- 
jected, whenever practicable, to the personal inspection 
of a commissioned officer sat the time of delivery; other- 
wise such inspections will be made by civilian inspec- 
tors under his personal supervision, subject to test and 
verification at irregular intervals and at unexpected times 
by such officer.” 

As far as the inspection of meats and meat food prod- 
ucts is concerned, this is interpreted to mean that there 
must be a close and constant supervision, by the pur- 
chasing officer or his civilian inspectors, of all stages of 
the preparation of such foods while contracts are being 
filled. The words in the order on civilian inspectors re- 
fer chiefly, perhaps, to civilian veterinarians who have 
been conspicuous for meritorious service in the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, Department of Agriculture, and have 
been transferred to the War Department for the special 
purpose of supervising the preparation of Army meats, 
meat food products and like supplies of animal origin. 
Through the acuteness, open-mindedness and ever-present 
desire of the Commissary General to improve the mili- 
tary food supplies ; through the duteousness and austerity. 
the tact and zeal. of many commissary commissioned offi- 
cers: through the studiousness and care of the class of 
Army veterinarians mentioned, who have had to bear 
much of the brunt of the work, as well as evolve much of 
the scheme by experience and observation, there has been 
instituted and developed, during the last decade, a sys- 
tem of inspection of meats for military stores which has 
proven of advantage in continual improvement of their 
quality, their appearance, their wholesomeness. 

The details of the working of this system of inspection 
of meats for military purposes, at the great packing cen- 
ters, need not detain us. Suffice it, that the success’ has 
been attained: first, by a study of Army needs; second, 
by laying down detailed specifications, to be strictly car- 
ried out. for Army meats and meat food product con- 
tracts; and, third, by a relentless adherence to the specifi- 
cations called for in the contracts when the inspections 
are being made. How minute the inspection is can he 
gathered from the fact that the specifications, in bacon 
contracts, for instance, cover every step in the prepara- 
tion, from the time the bacon bellies are cut from the 
carcasses of the hogs up to the time when the bacon is 
in the box ready for delivery to the Quartermaster’s De- 


partment for transmission to posts. That is to say, the 
specifications for issue bacon cover such items as the kind 
and quality of pork to be chosen for Army bacon; how it 
shall be handled in curing cellars; of what the curing 
mixture shall consist: the length of time the bacon shall 
be in cure; the resalting; what shall be done at the close 
of the cure; how the smoking shall be done; what kind 
of weod shall be used in smoking; how the bacon shall 
be handled after removal from smoke—and so on, no de- 
tail of any kind being deemed unimportant which will 
tend to perfect the final product deliverable as an Army 
article of food, and no detail of the preparation being 
lost sight of as the inspections are being made. The 
same thing is true of the inspection of canned meats, of 
all sorts, for the Army. For example, the inspections of 
the preparation of corned beef cover the choice of car- 
casses ; the supervision of the cutting of the parts desired 
(chuck, brisket and plate) ; the cure of the meats; the 
canning; the boxing. ‘The minutie of the preparation 
of these, and all other, canned meats for military pur- 
poses are under the close, rigorous inspection, done by 
men in the military service detailed for this express pur- 
pose. 

The benefits of this inspection must be manifest to all. 
They are noted in the constant improvement; the perfect- 
ing, more and more, of supplies; the willingness, on the 
part of dealers, to make changes for betterment; the 
moral tone, imparted by the inspection, which tends to 
standardize Army meat food articles. The credit for the 
improvement should be given, in all conscience, to the 
Commissary General of the Army, who has exercised the 
power given him in his high office to reform inspection 
methods. Without his’ open-mindedness, his firmness, his 
clarity of vision as to the needs, these changes, which I 
have attempted to describe, might not have come to pass. 
In this work he has been always aided and abetted by 
commissary officers all along the line. No doubt more im- 
provement is to be expected, as desire for improvement is 
characteristic of the Subsistence Department, as it is, 
indeed, of the whole military establishment. 


THE ARMY AND TYPHOID. 


Capt. J. F. Siler, Med. Corps, U.S.A., in the June 
Post-Graduate Magazine, gives statistics’ as to typhoid 
fever in the Army of the United States. He says the 
report of the board of officers appointed by the Secretary 
of War to investigate the wholesaie infection with ty- 
phoid in the concentration camps during the Spanish war 
is the most exhaustive and thorough ever written on the 
epidemiology of typhoid. This board consisted of Drs. 
Reed, Shakespeare and Vaughn. They found that of 
the 107,977 officers and men in the national encamp- 
ment in 1898, about one-fifth, or 20,738, developed 
typhoid. Despite the statements in the newspapers the 
death rate was only 7.6 per cent., which compared fav- 
orably with the death rate from typhoid in civil com- 
munities at that time. The steady lowering of the ad- 
mission rate for typhoid in the Army is shown by these 
figures: In 1902, admission rate per 1,000 was 6.42; in 
1905, 5.62; in 1906, 3.57; in 1907, 3.53. Special sani- 
tary reports filed by various medical officers investigat- 
ing small epidemics occurring in the Army in the last 
few years have shown that these epidemics began during 
the summer months while troops are marching to and 
from the maneuver camps. The original case of infec- 
tion was usually some soldier who, contrary to orders, 
would drink water from an infected well, on the line 
of march. From this original case barrack infection 
would occur. The results of the efforts of Army sur- 
geons to stamp out typhoid infection convince Captain 
Siler that epidemics of typhoid in the Army seldom 
originate from unsanitary conditions within the posts 
themselves, but are practically always brought in from 
some infective source in civilian communities, and that 
statistics show a steady downward trend in the typhoid 
admission rate in the Army. 

The efficacy of vaccination to prevent typhoid in the 
Army, it would seem, could not be better tested than 
in Russia, where the typhoid epidemic in the general 
populace now far surpasses the cholera epidemic both in 
extent and intensity. The waves of the typhoid epidemic 
are constantly growing higher and spreading to new re- 
gions. In Moscow alone, says the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, there were 773 cases of typhus 
last November, December, January and February. In the 
overcrowded Charkow hospital 400 typhus patients are 
registered. |'This outbreak of fever is ascribed to the 
filthy condition of the prisons. Those who have read 
Tolstoi’s “Resurrection” will remember some of the pic- 
tures he there gave of the unsanitary conditions of the 
prisons of Russia. In the year 1896 the Russian 
prisons contained 111,500 inmates, but this number has 
grown even under the spread of parliamentary govern- 
ment to 200,000. The appropriations for the current 
year for the salaries of officials and other expenses of 
the prisons are $15,300,000, half as much as is paid out 
for educational purposes. In the death of Dr. Dujardin- 
Beaumetz, former medical inspector general of the army, 
the French have lost a medical officer long identified 
with the movement to stamp out typhoid fever in the 
army. In 1 he directed at Tonkin the sanitary serv- 
ice of the French expeditionary corps, and on his returv 
from Tonkin to Paris was called to the post of director of 
the sanitary service at the ministry of war, which he occu- 
pied from 1887 to 1895. His most important service for 
the health of the army was the energetic measures pre- 
scribed by him in the fight against typhoid. 
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NATIONAL GUARD MANEUVERS. 

Capt. Charles D. Rhodes, 6th U.S. Cav., in an interest- 
ing paper he prepared some time ago on “Small Maneu- 
vers for the National Guard,” shows a thorough knowl- 
edge of National Guard conditions when he says: 

“Maneuver camps of the National Guard were never in- 
tended per se to be physical training schools or endurance 
tests of the hardships of war. As everyone should know, 
their officers and men are suddenly taken from all walks 
of life, and undue exposure to cold, rain, or excessive 
heat. or unnecessary marching, does no possible good, and 
often does much harm. While it is doubtless wise that all 
troops subject to call into the service of the United States 
should be made to realize, once for all, that war is a seri- 
ous business and not a summer outing, the solution of sim- 
ple tactical problems should accomplish the desired re- 
sults without creating a distaste for such work. There- 
fore I say. minimize physical fatigue and discomfort as 
far as possible, consistent with a faithful adherence to 
ordinary field conditions. Packs should not be carried, 
except, perhaps, in some one problem involving a bivouac 
overnight. The marching should be progressive in extent, 
and the earlier problems should terminate early enough 





in the day, that officers and men may clean and rest up 
during the late afternoon. As a rule,.I have found it 
advisable never to have two all-day problems follow in 
succession, unless the men are hardened or the weather 
conditions perfect. It is realized by all officers who have 
had any experience with the National Guard, that in its 
present status it is important and in most states impera- 
tive, that the work of the summer encampment be made 
not only instructive, but attractive. It is known from 
past experience, that if maneuver problems be chosen 
with reasonable regard for the academic advancement and 
physical limitations of officers and men, the latter will not 
only take a lively interest in the solution of the problems 
but will return to their homes exhilarated by their experi- 
ences and anxious to come again. The monotony of ar- 
mory and camp life is relieved; the troops are given 
something to think and talk about during the next year.

In 
being with the majority they are not conspicuous; by 
taking a stand for an idea opposed to the general opin- 
ions of mankind, they receive an attention which is nat- 
urally given to the irregular, the chimerical, and the fan- 
tastic. By making a general nuisance of herself, the riot- 
ing, blatant suffragette achieves a notoriety and a news- 
paper mention which she would never receive as a home- 
loving mother and a normal woman. Out of this opposi- 
tion which she excites, her disordered imagination can 
easily manufacture visions of oppression and clothe her 
in the garb of fictitious martyrdom.

THE SIEGE OF BALER. 


“Under the Red and Gold, Being Notes and Recellec- 
tions of the Siege of Baler.” by Capt. Don Saturnino 
Martin Cerezo, commanding the detachment, has been ad- 
mirably translated and edited by Major F. L. Dodds, U.S. 
Army, and is published by the Franklin Hudson Publish- 
ing Co. of Kansas City, in a volume accompanied by sev- 
eral portrait illustrations. In a remote corner of the 
Philippine Archipelago, on the east coast of the island of 
Luzon, stands the little town of Baler. It was there that 
a small detachment of Spanish troops, surrounded by Fili- 
pino insurgents, starving and forgotten, fought a desper- 
ate fight until finally assured that the power of Spain in 
the islands had fallen. Their story is one of patient en- 
durance, bitter suffering and death bravely met, with sub- 
lime devotion to the flag under which these men were 
serving. The interest of this volume and the character 
of this episode in the overthrow of the power of Spain in 
the islands are well indicated by one most familiar with 
the circumstances, Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., 
who, in a letter to the publishers from which we are per- 
mitted to quote, says: 

“Lieutenant Cerezo’s account of the Siege of Baler 
was of especial interest to me for two reasons. I was 
at San Fernando, Pampanga, in July, 1899, when the 
thirty-two survivors of that heroic band of Spanish sol- 
diers were passed through the American lines on their 
way to Manila, and seven months later established the 
first American garrison in Baler, and gazed with wonder 
and admiration on that little stone church, the scene of 
what was probably the most gallant defense of a position 
in authentic military history. For hundreds of yards on 
every side the earth was literally turned upside down with 
trenches, approaches and redoubts, some of first being 
within forty yards of the church walls. As to the church 
itself, there was not on its sides or ends a spot the size 
of a man’s hand that had not been struck by a bullet, nor 
a space a vard square that did not show the mark of a 
shell or solid shot. In this little room and within the 
ruined walls of the priest’s residence adjoining, a little 
handful of heroes, less than fifty men at the start, with 
what at the ordinary rate of consumption would have 
been three months’ rations. held out for eleven terrible 
months against a force of Filipino insurgents which varied 
in strength from 200 to 800 men, with half a dozen pieces 
of artillery, one of them a modern field gun. During this 
time there was not a day’s cessation of the storm of in- 
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fantry and artillery fire. A Filipino officer who partici- 
pated in the siege told me in 1901 that the Filipinos lost 
in killed and wounded during those eleven months six 
times as many men as the strength of the besieged force. 

“The clothing of the men of the detachment literally 
rotted off them, they made sorties to get grass and leaves 
to eat, but would listen to no terms of surrender. Finally 
when Lieutenant Cerezo, the sole survivor of the three 
officers of the detachment, was convinced by copies of 
Madrid newspapers passed to him by the besiegers, that 
months before the sovereignty of Spain over the Philip- 
pine Islands had lapsed, he agreed, not to surrender, but 
to an evacuation of his post, and was allowed to keep his 
flag and records and march out with the honors of war, 
and with the stipulation that he should be passed through 
the American lines to Manila. The insurgents, to their 
credit, respected these terms and carried them out, and 
the brave little band was returned to Spain to receive 
merited honors, having given their country one of the 
most glorious episodes in its history. 

“I wish that every officer and man in our Army would 
read this book. One who would not be inspired to great 
deeds by this modest and simple tale of heroism and de- 
votion to duty must, indeed, have the soul of a rabbit.”

A SUBMARINE SALVAGBH BOAT. 


A vessel recently completed for the French navy is the 
submarine salvage boat Vulcain, which was constructed 
with considerable secrecy as to her details and her ulti- 
mate service, The London Engineer publishes several 
good illustrations of the new ship, and gives her dimen- 
sions as nearly 43 m. over all and 40 m. long between 
perpendiculars. Her extreme beam is 7.72 m., and her 
draft just over 3 m. She displaces about 330 tons, and 
her engines of 450 horsepower give her a speed between 
11 and 12 knots. Her hull is of galvanized steel plates, 
stronger than is usual in vessels of her size. It has fore 
and aft several water-tight compartments. A double bot- 
tom extends all along the vessel, except beneath the ma- 
chinery space. The boiler is of ordinary cylindrical 
type, with three furnaces, and the engine is triple expan- 
sion. Besides the usual auxiliaries there is a large and 
powerful pump, driven by an independent two-cylinder 
engine. Al] the openings on the deck can be closed water- 
tight. The wheel-house consists of a kind of metal box 
supported at its four corners and raised some 16 iaches 
from the deck, hence the water may cover the deck from 
end to end without gaining admission. 

The lifting apparatus. combined with the flotation se- 
cured by pumping out the ballast tanks, appeared to be 
capable of raising not more than 100 tons. The mast and 
spars of steel are reinforced by powerful stays. A test 
load of 15 tons has been raised on the jib. 

In salving submerged bodies, the ordinary winches will 
be employed if the weight is not great. The vessel will 
be brought over the sunken submarine. and chains run- 
ning over the guide pulleys fore and aft will be passed 
round or attached to the wreck. The winches, or if neces- 
sary the capstan, will then be employed to pull in the 
chains and raise the submarine till it lies below the 
salving vessel at a convenient depth, when the latter will 
steam with its load to the nearest place or dock where 
salvage can be completed. If the load is too great for 
this method. chains will be made fast to the lost subma- 
rine. The Vulcain will then take in water ballast, and 
sink to the lowest safe level, and then, when the slack 
on the chains has been taken up, she will pump out the 
ballast and slowly rise, lifting the submarine slightly 
from the hottom. She will then steam away to some 
shallower place, let the boat down on the bottom, and re- 
peat the operation, and so on until the wreck can be 
brought to a safe place. Use no doubt will also be made 
of the large pumps on board to empty the submerged 
vessel. 





MEETING OF NAVAL ARCHITECTS. 

The first summer convention of the Society of Naval 
Architects and Marine Engineers, which was held in De- 
troit on June 24, 25 and 26, was a success in every way. 
Brief speeches were made by Francis T. Bowles, former 
Chief Naval Constructor, U.S.N., president of the society ; 
Comdr. W. P. White, U.S.N., of the U.S.S. Wolverine, and 
ethers. The following resolution was adopted by the 
council: “Resolved, That any line officer of the Navy 
who has reached the age of 25 years (who has received 
his first commission subsequent to 1899) and who shall 
have served afloat for at least three years subsequent to 
commissioning shall be considered qualified as a marine 
or mechanical engineer within the meaning of Article IT, 
paragraph 2, of the constitution.” Among new members 
and associate members of the Society are: Asst. Naval 
Constr. J. FE. Bailey, U.S.N., navy yard, Pensacola, Fla.; 
Asst. Naval Constr. E. G. Coburn, U.S.N., navy yard, 
Mare Island, Cal. 

Comdr. W. P. White, U.S.N., read a paper on the 0. 
8.8. Michigan, renamed the Wolverine. Congress in 1841 
appropriated $100,000 for the construction of a vessel 
“for the defense of the northwestern lakes,” to be built on 
Lake Erie. The original plan was for a wooden vessel, 
but in May, 1842, the contract was awarded for an iron 
hull, by the Board of Navy Commissioners. This board 
was abolished in August, 1842, and the newly organized 
Bureau of Construction, Equipment and Repair, as it was 
then officially known, assumed the supervision of the work 
on the iron steamer at Erie, Pa., Naval Constr. Samuel 
Hartt being the superintending constructor. She was 
launched Dec. 5, 1843, and on Dec. 8 the President select- 
ed Michigan as the name of the steamer. The launching 
draft was: Forward. 4 ft. 4 in.: aft, 3 ft. 11 in. Total 
launching weight, 563.169 Ibs. 

The “Oldest Inhabitant” of Erie states that people came 
from the country round about for miles to see the launch- 
ing, with the expectation of seeing the vessel sink, because 
built of iron. The ironwork of the vessel is still in a re- 
markably good state of preservation.. The engines are 
practically in as good condition as when built, all repairs 
to keep them in working order having been made by the 
ship’s force. The old boilers were removed during the 
winter of 1892-93. About 1884 the woodwork of the shin 
was torn out and renewed, and a poop-deck cabin added: 
gallus framing to carry two steam launches was added in 
1896, but, notwithstanding the increased draft the ship is 
able to make ten knots with a favorable wind. 

The Michigan's original battery was to have been two 
8-inch guns and four 32-pound carronades, but, owing to 
the protest of the British Minister, one 18-pounder only 
was mounted, and with this battery she sailed on her first 
cruise under the command of Comdr. Wm. P. Inman. 
During the Civil] War the battery was increased and in 
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1864 was given as one 30-pounder, five 20-pounders, two 
light 12-pounders and six 24-pounders. 

The name was changed to Wolverine in order that a 
first-class battleship, authorized by Congress March 3, 
1905, might bear the name of that great state, Michigan.

LAUNCH OF THE CLERMONT. 

A replica of Robert Fulton’s steamboat Clermont, 
which will be used in the Hudson-Fulton celebration next 
fall, was launched at Mariners Harbor, Staten Island, 
N.Y., July 10, with becoming ceremony, and in the pres- 
ence of some 5,000 persons. It was a splendidly man- 
aged event and the committee in charge are to be con- 
gratulated upon its success. 

Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, president of the Hudson- 
Fulton commission, presided, and Mrs. Alice Crary Sut- 
cliffe, a great-granddaughter of Fulton, christened the 
Clermont as she slid into the water. Mrs. Sutcliffe broke 
on the bow of the replica a beautiful silver filigree glass 
vase filled with water from the well of the old Livingston 
place at Clermont on the Hudson, where Fulton made the 
first stop on the maiden trip of the original Clermont. 
As the vase broke, she said, “I name thee Clermont, 
auspiciously again proclaiming to the American people 
Fulton’s own sentiment in his essay to the friends of 
mankind, that industry will give abundance to a virtuous 
world and call mankind to one unbounded feast of har- 
mony and friendship.” While the sponsor spoke, a dozen 
carrier pigeons were released (after the Japanese custom) 
from a wicker basket and started their flight north, to 
their homes on the Hudson. On a leg of each pigeon a 
ribbon was fastened bearing the words from Fulton’s 
essay used by Mrs. Sutcliffe. The vessel before she slid 
into the water hung on the ways for several minutes, and 
force had to be used at her bow to start her. 

Capt. Jacob W. Miller, one of the committee. just be- 
fore the launching, introduced Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, 
who said that the launch of the Clermont, a hundred 
years before, had changed the whole manner of the times 
and created a new epoch. Mrs. R. B. Bowler rang the 
old bell of the Clermont, that a hundred years before had 
called prospective passengers on board, and the crowd 
cheered again and again. The Rey. Charles A. Cassidy, 
of Staten Island, made a prayer for the success of the 
new craft and the coming celebration that will mark the 
discovery and navigation of the Hudson River. 

The U.S.S. Wasp, used by the Ist Battalion of Naval 
Militia, fired a salute as the vessel took the water, and 
a great gunboat of the New York naval reserve fired 16 
guns; a guard from the Wasp, in charge of Lieut. Starr 
Taintor, presented arms and a band stationed on the 
launching platform played “The Star-Spangled Banner.” 
The steam flotilla present at the launching included the 
Cerberus, flagship of the Supervisor of the Harbor, which 
brought General Woodford, Capt. J. W. Miller, Mrs. 
Sutcliffe and others of the launching party. 

The replica is as nearly the duplicate of the original 
as the commission could build from plans and dimea- 
sions noted in some of Fulton’s own letters. She is 150 
feet long, 18 feet wide, 7 feet deep and draws two feet 
of water. Her sides are almost straight up and down 
and both ends are wedge-shaped. She will be equipped 
with a replica of the old engine used on the original 
trip up the Hudson to Albany under her own steam. 
Within a few days the installation of the machinery will 
he begun. ‘The propelling machinery will be on deck, the 
boiler and all in view. To get all this historically cor- 
rect has required an immense amount of work. 

During the Hudson-Fulton celebration next fall the 
Clermont replica will be the central figure in’ a great 
flotilla of warships of all nations, and other craft, many 
of whom will accompany her over the same course on the 
Hudson from New York to Albany which Fulton took 
in the original Aug. 17, 1807, amid the derision of the 
multitudes who lined the shores and who called the in- 
ventor’s expedition “Fulton’s folly.” 


TROOPS AT CHAMPLAIN TERCENTENARY. 


The program of the Champlain tercentenary celebra- 
tion at Burlington, Vt., July 4 to 10, inclusive, embraced 
a series of superb spectacles, parades and sports the like 
of which was never before attempted in northern New 
England. ‘The city was so handsomely decorated as to 
rival Washington at a Presidential inauguration by day 
and a fairy grotto with its myriad of lights by night. 
The climax of the week was on Thursday, July 8, when 
President Taft delivered an address in City Hall Park. 
The Presidential escort was composed of the 5th Infantry, 
U.S.A., from Plattsburgh Barracks, Col. C. D. Cowles 
commanding; Vermont veterans of the Civil War and 
visiting comrades: the 1st Vermont Infantry, Col. J. 
Fray Estey commanding; the 11th Cavalry, U.S.A., from 
Fort Ethan Allen, Lieut. Col. William D. Beach com- 
manding; Armstrong’s Algonquin Indians from Upper 
Canada; Knights Templar, Deputy Grand Comdr. Frank 
D. Dewey at the head of 600 beplumed Masons; the Gov- 
ernor General’s Foot Guards from Ottawa, Canada, 500 
men, Lieut. Col. D. R. Street commanding. For the after- 
noon and evening attractions, July 8, the state provided 
Indian pageants, given on a floating stage at the water 
front, and the matinée performance was witnessed by 
the President. At six in the evening a banquet was 
tendered President Taft at the University of Vermont 
Gymnasium. The guests of honor included Ambassador 
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Bryce, Senator Root and Governor Hughes, of New York ; 
Senators Dillingham and Page, Congressmen Foster and 
Plumley and others. On Saturday, July 10, the week’s 
celebration ended. Among other events was the unveil- 
ing of a tablet to the memory of the soldiers of the War 
of 1812 on the main building of the University of Ver- 
mont, which was used as barracks for troops in the second 
war against England. The tablet was presented by Mrs. 
c. §. F. Jenne, of Brattleboro, state president of the 
Society of the Daughters of 1812, and was accepted on 
the part of the University of Vermont by President M. H. 
Buckham. An address, entitled “1812,” was delivered by 
Major Gen, O. Q. Howard, U.S.A., retired. 

A veteran of the Civil War who lives at Burlington, 
Vt., and who witnessed the Champlain Tercentenary celec- 
bration, says: “Special mention should be made of the 
Sth U.S. Infantry, 11th U.S. Cavalry, the Governor Gen- 
eral’s Foot Guards of Ottawa, and the Ist Regiment of 
fnfantry, Vermont National Guard, which was in camp 
near Fort Ethan Allen, and assisted in the celebration. I 
watched these troops as they passed the President of the 
United States. The 5th Infantry, Col. Calvin D. Cowles 
commanding, made a splendid showing, the men being in 
full uniform, and their marching showed the excellent 


‘discipline which they had received, and which is always 


found among the Regulars. ‘The First Squadron of the 
11th Cavalry did equally well, and in full uniform, with 
the horses finely groomed, they made a grand appearance, 
and with Major William A. Mercer in command, were all 
that could be desired. ‘The Governor General’s Foot 
Guards, Col. D. R. Sweet commanding, wore red coats 
and black shakos. They made a brilliant showing and 
attracted much attention by their fine marching and mag- 
nificent band. As I understand, this is one of the finest, 
if not the finest, corps in the Dominion of Canada. The 
ist Regiment Infantry, Vermont National Guard, Col. J. 
Gray Estey commanding, never appeared better. They 
were in full uniform and admirably showed the training 
of their ten days’ encampment. I should not fail to add 
that Brig. Gen. Stephen P. Jocelyn, U.S.A., retired, who 
acted as chief marshal, handled his command in a most 
satisfactory manner; indeed, no one could have done it 
better. He had a most efficient staff, composed of some of 
the best young men in the state of Vermont and officers 
of the United States Army. His chief of staff was Lieut. 
Col. Wm. D. Beach, 11th Cav., U.S.A., commanding offi- 
cer at Fort Ethan Allen, and his adjutant general, Major 
D. L. Tate, 3d U.S. Cav., professor of military science 
and tacties at the University of Vermont. 

“There has never been a finer military parade in the 
state of Vermont than the one of July 8, although we have 
had larger commands in line, The Knights Templar, under 
command of Right Eminent Frank Dewey, grand com- 
mander of the state of Vermont, made a splendid showing 
also, and marched with military precision. 

“I see I have omitted to mention that Capt. John T. 
Haines and his troop, A, of the 11th U.S. Cavalry, were 
detailed for special duty as escort and guard to President 
Taft and the distinguished party. While moving from 
the steamboat landing to the City Park, where the speak- 
ing and review took place, Captain Haines’s troop sur- 
rounded the automobiles which conveyed the guests, and 
they were with the President wherever he went. At the 
Ethan Allen Club, where His Excellency George H. 
Prouty, Governor of Vermont, gave a delightful luncheon 
to President Taft, the British and French Ambassadors: 
and other distinguished guests, including Governor 
Hughes, of New York, and members of the New York 
and Vermont commission, this troop performed guard duty 
around the clubhouse and up and down College street, on 
which the club is located. The officers and men of the 
troop were in full uniform, and performed the delicate 
service assigned them with fidelity and zeal, showing that 
they were, indeed, disciplined soldiers. No commander of 
troops had such a responsibility as did Captain Haines, 
and every duty was most carefully carried out. I do not 
know of a finer gentleman and a more efficient officer in 
the United States Army than he.”

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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Col. Frederick V. Abbot, Corps of Engrs., is Acting 
Chief of Engineers in the absence of General Marshall, 
who has gone to the Pacific coast on a tour of inspection. 
Major William J. Borden, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., re- 
cently promoted, has been relieved from duty in charge of 
the contract division of the office of the Chief of Engi- 
neers at the War Department and assigned to duty as an 
instructor at the Engineer School, Washington Barracks. 
He has been relieved of his duties at the War Department 
by Major William B. Ladue, Corps of Engrs., who has 
been engaged in special duty under the Chief of Engineers 
for several months past. 

Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry, who has been in Wash- 
ington since his detachment from command of the Army 
of Cuban Pacification in April, has been granted leave 
for two months, with permission to go abroad. In ac- 
cordance with an arrangement made at the War Depart- 
ment he will assume command of the Department of Cali- 
fornia at San Francisco on the statutory retirement of 
Major Gen. John F. Weston, Nov. 13 next. 

‘Major Gen. Leonard Wood, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the East, spent several days in Washington the 
past week on business connected with the joint maneuvers 
next month in Massachusetts. 

Gen. Charles Morton, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of the Missouri, Major McCarthy, chief quar- 
termaster, and Colonel Gardener, commanding Fort 
Crook, on July 10 visited the rifle range at Ash- 
land, Neb., where the 16th Infantry has been in camp 
by battalion for target practice this year. General Mor- 
ton wanted to inspect the range with a view to its use in 
the future. While at the range the Machine-Gun Pla- 
toon was taken out for some firing as the visiting offi- 
cers had never seen machine-gun firing to any extent. 
General Morton acted as pointer for one belt of 250 
rounds and made a very excellent score. He was very 
much impressed with the work of the rapid fire gun. 
After visiting the range the officers were entertained in 
Ashland at a lunch given by some of the leading mer- 
chants of the town. Gneral Morton expressed him- 
self as being much pleased with the range, where the 
16th Infantry has been doing some excellent work this 
year. 

The 57th Co., C.A.C., is to return to the United States 
from the Philippines on the transport sailing from Ma- 
nila Sept. 15. The 146th Co., C.A.C., is to sail for Ma- 
nila from San Francisco Aug. 5. 

The contract for the manufacture of the heavy furni- 
ture to be placed in the Army posts in the Philippines 
has been let to the Cadwallader-Gibson Lumber Company, 
of Manila. The contract covers 2,400 dining room chairs, 
800 arm chairs, 400 sideboards, and 400 desks. These 
pieces of furniture are to be made exclusively of Philip- 
pine hard woods. 

_Up to this time forty-four of the fifty additional Hos- 
pital Corps sergeants have been appointed and twenty- 
nine of the thirty additional cornorals. The latter num- 
ber includes five allotted to the Philippines. 

Eight big mortars of the Fort Ruger defenses on Dia- 
mond Head, near Honolulu, were fired for the first time 
on July 15 under charge of Capt. William P. Platt, of 
the Ordnance Department. These guns command the 
only approach to Honolulu harbor. Captain Platt, who 
arrived on the transport Thomas to install other big 
guns, reported the test as satisfactory. 

Changes of location of Army mine planters, not given 
in the table of the vessels, published elsewhere in this 
issue, are as follows: The Gen. Royal T. Frank has 
left Newport, R.I., for New London. The Gen. Ea- 
ward O. C. Ord, has left Wilmington, Del., for New 
York city, en route to Fort Strong, Boston Harbor, 
which will be its station. The Major Samuel Ringgold 
has left San Francisco, Cal., for Seattle, Wash. The 
Gen. John M. Schofield has left Newport, R.I., for 
Portland, Me. 

Comsy. Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, U.S.A., in Circulars 
7 and 8. issued from his office, dated, respectively, June 
16 and 17, gives instructions in connection with the use 
of the U.S. Subsistence Department’s portable cooker, and 
instructions for keeping certain records of commissaries 
at posts or other places where sales are made. 

Coast Artillery Memorandum No. 5, issued from the 
War Department under date of June 29, 1909, gives the 
questions asked in recent examinations of officers of the 
Coast Artillery Corps for promotion to the next higher 
grade. The questions were for second lieutenants, first 
lieutenants and captains eligible for promotion. 

By direction of the President the marriage of James 
B. Epps, of Georgia, one of the candidates for appoint- 
ment as second lieutenant, C.A.C., has been waived as an 
obstacle to his appointment. Mr. Epps was a candidate 
in the examination last February, but was prevented by 
illness from taking the examination. His application re- 
mained on file and he was designated for examination. 
When he reported he read over the printed form of the 
conditions of the appointment and at once informed the 
Department that since his first designation he had been 
married. Under the cirumstances the decision was made 
to waive the condition. 

The Quartermaster’s Department has the past week

In the case of the recent transfer of a sergeant of En- 
gineers to the Service School Detachment at Fort Leav- 
enworth and his appointment as squadron sergeant ma- 
jor, the Judge Advocate General has rendered the opinion 
that such a non-commissioned officer is eligible for ap- 
pointment as commissary sergeant as he is still “of the 
line.” It is also held that where a commissary sergeant 
is appointed to the detachment his warrant may be made 
continuous. 

Tast December an enlisted man, Engelbert Stutz. en- 
gaged in a battle royal boxing match at Fort St. Michael, 
Alaska, and was twice knocked down, the second time 
with such force that his skull was fractured and he died 
in consequence. The decision is made that he died in 
the line of duty, athletics being commanded by orders. 

Pyt. Lueas Betinger. of the Signal Corps, U.S.A., held 
on a charge of embezzlement, and Pvt. Stanley Roberts, 
of Company F, 3d U.S. Cavalry, serving a term on a 
charge of desertion, attempted to escape from their guards 


near the northwestern limits of Fort Sam Houston, Tex., 
July 9, and refusing to halt when ordered by the guards, 
were both shot and dangerously wounded. Roberts was 
shot through the right shoulder and Betinger was shot 
through the right lung. They were shot at a distance of 
about 100 yards while running through the brush by 
mounted guards. They felt the bullets pass through them, 
they told the guards, and both knowing that their wounds 
were very dangerous, if not fatal, turned around and came 
back toward the guards as the guards rode up to meet 
them. A few minutes later they were taken to the post 
hospital, where they were given medical attention.

The preliminaries in the second investigation at An- 
napolis, Md., of the death of Lieut. James N. Sutton, of 
the Marine Corps, made a definite start July 14, when 
summons prepared by Major Henry Leonard, judge advo- 
eate of the court of inquiry, were served upon William 
I. Owens and Edward Griffith, the chauffeurs who saw 
the beginning of the fight between Sutton, Adams and the 
other officers, and whose testimony will shed much light 
upon the circumstances of the affair. After much inves- 
tigation the naval authorities are clear upon their right 
to summon civilian witnesses and compel their attendance. 
The papers served upon the civilian witnesses are defi- 
nite summonses to appear Monday and not mere requests, 
They were prepared by Captain Leonard at Portsmouth, 
N.H., where he is stationed and forwarded to the Naval 
Academy. They were served by Sergeant Kaerstedt, of 
the Marine Corps. The court to investigate for the second 
time the circumstances surrounding the death at Annapo- 
lis in October, two years ago, of Lieut. Sutton, consists of 
Comdr. J. Hood, U.S.N.; Major W. C. Neville, U.S.M.C., 
and Lieut. Henry Leonard, U.S.M.C. This action has been 
taken in consequence of the appeal made by the mother 
of the dead man, who claims that he was murdered, and 
that his death was never properly investigated. Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Winthrop, in relation to the second 
investigation, says: ‘The family of Lieutenant Sutton 
have expressed dissatisfaction with the finding of the first 
board of inquest and profess to have information tending 
to justify the belief that the shot which killed Lieutenant 
Sutton was not fired by his own hand, but by one of the 
other officers present, In view of the fact that the evi- 
dence before the first board of inyuest was not taken un- 
der oath, and that a careful review of the evidence dis- 
closes certain missing or conflicting features, and of the 
further fact that an officer of the Marine Corps is accused 
of having fired the fatal shot, the Department has ordered 
a court of inquiry to convene at Annapolis on July 19 
to conduct a thorough reinvestigation, all witnesses being 
under oath, for the purpose of determining whether the 
responsibility for the death of Lieutenant Sutton rests on 
anyone beside himself, and if it does to bring the guilty 
party to trial. and if it does not to clear the name of the 
party so accused of the stigma attached to his name by 
the false accusation.” The first court of inquiry consist- 
ed of Comdr. J. A. Hoogewerff, U.S.N., president: Surg. 
IF. A. Cook, U.S.N., and Major B. H. Fuller, U.S.M.C.,

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In an interesting article on the “Building of a Dread- 
nought,” the Civil and Military Gazette of Lahore, India, 
brings out the point that the building of eight Dread- 
noughts, the total of this year’s British authorized and 
provisional program of battleships, would mean employ- 
ment for about 48,000 men, or as families generally aver- 
age, the support of a community of 200,000 people. If 
we could imagine all the workers gathered together into 
one large town, we should find among them men of nearly 
every trade. Beside the steel workers, the builders of 
enormously powerful machinery, and of apparatus put to- 
gether with the refined delicacy of the watchmaker, there 
would be carpenters, cabinetmakers, polishers, leather 
workers, electricians, chemical workers, optical workers, 
painters, plumbers, glaziers, upholsterers, gilders, rope- 
makers, workers who deal with cork, India rubber, and 
almost every substance known to man. They would all 
find work in “Dreadnought-Town.” And yet there are 
those who class the army and navy as “non-producers.”

It has been discovered that there has been tampering 
with bids submitted to the Navy Paymaster’s Office in 
Manila by which certain bidders enjoyed an unfair ad- 
vantage. An investigation was ordered several weeks ago, 
and it was found that a Filipino clerk, named Emilio 
Mendoza, and a Chinaman, named Chua Yaw, had an 
understanding by which the latter was to get a contract 
for coal for the Navy. Another bidder made a mistake 
in getting his bid too high and asked that he be permitted 
to withdraw it and that bids be asked again. This was 
allowed, and the second time the Chinaman underbid the 
other bidder by precisely the same amount. These bids 
were rejected and another competition arranged and a lot 
of fake bids sent in. Secret service men were placed 
where they could watch the office, and they saw Mendoza 
examine the bids and make notes of them. He was at 
once arrested and later confessed, implicating the Chinese 
bidder.

The Judge Advocate General of the Army has this week 
rendered a most important opinion in the matter of des- 
ignating beneficiaries under the legislation by Congress in 
the Army Appropriation Act of 1908, whereby six months’ 
pay of the officer or enlisted man who dies in the line of 
duty is to be paid to the widow or designated beneficiary 
of the deceased. Recently a soldier named a corporation 
as trustee of his benefit payment, and at once the ques- 
tion was raised whether in view of the language of the 
act this could be done. The Judge Advocate General 
holds that a person and not a corporation must be select- 
ed. Without such designation the payment is made at 
once to the widow of the officer or enlisted man.

A report was received at the Navy Department this 
week of the death by suffocation, from gas, on board the 
collier Nanshan of 1st Officer Frank B. Larkin and 2d 
Officer Harry C. Rapp, and of W. L. Fernandez, V. 
Baccolan and Emilio Iman, Filipino members of the 
crew. On Friday, May 28, when thirty-six hours out 
from Manila, the Nanshan met a fierce typhoon and 
shipped a heavy sea forward that stove in the bulk- 
heads and = flooded the paint locker. This generated 
noxioug gaseé that soon overcame the men who were 
helow, Captgin Carter and Mr. Rapp went down to 











see what was the matter when the alarm was first given 
and they were immediately themselves prostrated. The 
ship was brought to, a wind chute was rigged and the 
vessel was partly rid of the fumes. Thomas deLacruz 
volunteered to go down and try to get the unfortunate 
men out. He made seven efforts, remaining down each 
time until he was almost overcome. He brought up 
the unconscious body of Captain Carter and one of the 
Filipinos; both were fearfully injured, but they were 
resuscitated after a hard struggle. Third Officer Saun- 
ders took command of the ship and she went on into 
Hong Kong, where the funerals of the five men wer¢ 
held, the crew of the U.S.S, Helena and the Masonic 
fraternities of the city participating. 


The fanciful belief entertained by some that the prob- 
able exhaustion of the earth’s supply of iron would lead 
to the limiting of naval armaments receives little support 
from a report from Brazil, showing that that country 
contains the world’s largest deposits of iron ore, and that 
when the full facts as to our Southern neighbor’s wealth 
in iron are known the mining world will be startled. 
Fifty-two outcroppings of iron ore in Minas Geraes, Bra- 
zil, examined by experts, show a probable deposit in those 
places alone of 6,000,000,000 tons of the highest-grade 
ore, while loose-grade ore already located indicates 
that this amount may safely be raised to 12,000,000,000. 
The Brazilian government has just sent out a survey for 
the purpose of obtaining definite data which can be laid 
before the international geological congress which is to 
meet in 1910 in Stockholm, Sweden.

Capt. James C. Gillmore, now commanding the battle- 
ship Illinois, is to be transferred to command the armored 
cruiser Maryland, of the Pacific Fleet, vice Commodore 
Moses L. Wood, who was retired June 30 at his own 
request.

also for 125 candidates for appointment as second lieu- 
tenant in the Coast Artillery. There has been more 
than extraordinary difficulty in getting medical officers 
for the numerous boards required. In Washington there 
were forty-seven candidates for the former examination, 
and in view of the special care necessary the board had 
several days of very hard work.

RECENT 1 DEATHS. 

Capt. Ambrose Higgins, aged thirty-seven years, who 
died recently in Philadelphia, Pa., at the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American War, was in the employ of the Wes- 
tern Union Telegraph Company as an electrical expert. 
He was commissioned a captain in the volunteer signal 
corps, and enlisted a company of men whom he had 
known in the Western Union Company. These men did 
most efficient service in the Department of Pinar del 
tio, of which department Captain Higgins was made 
chief signal officer, on the staff of Brig. Gen. George W. 
Davis. Perhaps the most important service performed by 
Captain Higgins was the thorough reorganization of the 
telegraph and telephone system of Havana. At the close 
of the war Captain Higgins was offered a commission in 
the Signal Corps of the Army. This he declined. At 
the time of his death he was a prominent attorney of 
Philadelphia. He belonged to most of the prominent clubs 
of Philadelphia, and took an active interest in all national 
Guard matters. “The news of the death of Captain 
Hliggins.” writes a correspondent, ‘‘will bring regret to 
every officer of the Army who served with him at the 
time of the war. Combined with the qualities that made 
him a most efficient officer was a camaraderie that en- 
deared him to everyone with whom he came in ontact.” 

Rev. James De Normandie, minister of the First 
Church, Rexbury, Mass., on July 10, conducted the funeral 
services over the remains of Lieut. John Downes, U.S.N., 
retired, at the home of his sister, Miss Mary Downes, 
Harris avenue, Jamaica Plain.

Mrs. Annie Ruff, widow of the late Gen. Charles F. 
Ruff. who died at her summer home at Bay Head, N.J., 
on July 11, was one of that time-honored class of Army 
ladies whose interesting reminiscences of old Army life 
date back to the early 40’s and whose kindliness of heart, 
charitable disposition and cheery character won for her a 
host of friends who clung to her throughout her bright 
and useful life. ‘The very few old Army friends now liv- 
ing who were contemporary with Mrs. Ruff will mourn 
her loss with deep and lasting regret. 

“Admiral” James F. Davlin, as he was affectionately 
termed by his friends, one of the best known naval Civil 
War veterans of New England, died at midnight at his 
home, 15 Kingman court, Somerville, Mass., after an ill- 
ness of two vears. He was born in Lowell April 23, 
1842. He enlisted in the Navy in 1862 and served on 
hoard the Wabash, Princeton, Augusta and Dinsmore of 
the South Atlantic Squadron, spending three years in the 
Service during the war. He was made signal quartermas- 
ter under Admiral Dahlgren. After the war he began

business in Cambridge as a‘ master plumber, and in 1874 
and 1876 was a member of the common council of that 
city. He was a past commander of P. Stearns Davis Post 
57, of Willard C. Kinsley Post 139, G.A.R., and a mem- 
ber of the Kearsarge Naval Veterans. He was an active 
member of St. Joseph’s parish and an ardent temperance 
worker. He was a past president of the Master Plumbers’ 
Association of Boston, a member of the Somerville Board 
of Trade, the Somerville Historical Society and of Somer- 
ville Lodge 48, A.O.U.W. He was also a member of The 
Central Club of Somerville, and an uncle of the late Jo- 
seph J. Hartman, boatswain, U.S.N., and of John Mc- 
Grath, chief boatswain, U.S.N., retired. 

Col. Marcellus Pointer, prominent during the Civil War 
as a staff officer under Gen. Joe Wheeler in the Confed- 
erate service, and of late years a supposedly successful 
railway promoter, was found dead in a Bowery lodging 
house, New York city, July 10, from apoplexy. Among 
his effects were letters from General Wheeler commending 
him for bravery, and a petition to President McKinley, 
signed by many prominent Army officers, and by the late 
Senator Morgan, of Alabama, and Senator Culberson, of 
Texas, asking that Pointer be appointed brigadier general 
of, Spanish-American Volunteers. Although Colonel Point- 
er’s friends had supposed that he was wealthy, his cir- 
cumstances had apparently become straitened recently. 
Among his papers were pawn tickets for his watch and 
for several gold medals given him for courageous conduct 
on the field of battle. 

In addition to the facts we published in our last issue, 
page 1272, concerning the death of Lieut. Col. Alexander 
S. B. Keyes, U.S.A., retired, at San Diego, Cal., July 2, 
1909, a correspondent sends us the following: “At the 
bedside of Colonel Keyes were Mrs. Virginia Keyes, his 
wife, and Miss Ethel Keyes, a daughter. Besides the lat- 
ter the following children survive the deceased: Mrs. 
Howard Anderson, Chihuahua, Mexico; Mrs. Fiske, wife 
of Capt. H. B. Fiske, U.S.A.; Lieut. Edward A. Keyes, 
6th U.S. Cav., stationed in the Philippine Islands, and 
Geoffrey Keyes, cadet at West Point, N.Y. Colonel Keyes 
belonged to the Orders of the Cincinnati, of the War of 
1812, and of the Indian War. He was the great-great- 
grandson of John Brooks, inspector on the staff of Gen- 
eral Washington, and afterward who was seven times con- 
secutive Governor of Massachusetts, 


Major James W. Long, U.S.A., retired, was run down 
by an automobile in Washington, D.C., July 9, 1909, ear- 
ried to the Russian Embassy and died three hours later 
at the Emergency hospital. Major Long had an aversion 
to automobiles and two days before his death declared: 
“If I had my way I would smash and burn every automo- 
bile in the District of Columbia.” Shortly after Major 
Long was removed to the hospital, his wife, who had been 
informed of the accident, called at the hospital, accom- 
panied by several friends. She went with the physicians 
to see her husband, but he was unconscious. She was at 
his bedside when he died. Major Long, who was born in 
North Carolina June 20, 1840, was a veteran of the Civil 
War, and was in August, 1861, appointed second lieuten- 
ant of the 2d United States Infantry, and became captain 
of that regiment in February, 1863. He was twice brev- 
eted in the Civil War, the first time as captain for gal- 
lant and meritorious services in the battle of Gaines’s Mill, 
Va., and the second time as major for gallant and meri- 
torious services in the Battle of the Wilderness, Va. After 
the war he was on the unassigned list until December, 
1870, when he was assigned to duty with the 25th Infan- 
try. On the reorganization of the Army he was honorably 
discharged, and then entered the civil establishment of 
the government. In June, 1902, he was again restored to 
the Army as captain of Infantry, by special act of Con- 
gress, and was placed on the retired list June 30, 1902. 
In addition to his military service, Major Long served for 
some years as a clerk in the War Department. He was a 
clerk in the Signal Office from June, 1898, to April, 1902, 
when he was transferred to a clerkship in the office of the 
Quartermaster General. War Department, which he held 
at the time of his death. 

Ensign Hugh K. Aiken, U.S.N., died on the U.S.S. 
North Carolina July 11, 1909, at Naples, Italy, as the re- 
sult of injuries received from an explosion of gas in the 
coal bunkers. ‘The press despatches state that Ensign 
Aiken had gone into the coal hold to see if any gas had 
generated there, and that one of the men with him, who 
was carrying a lighted candle, slipped and his arm 
dropped, which brought the light in contact with the gas 
that was l¥ing in a low level. Ensign Aiken received the 
full force of the explosion which followed. He was 
dragged out by the men, but died some hours later. Cor- 
poral Maloney was also badly injured in the explosion, it 
being stated that he was completely blinded in both eyes. 
Several other men, including Peter Mullan, chief water 
tender, who accompanied Ensign Aiken, are said to be in- 
jured, but less sericusly. It would seem as if the press 
despatches erred about a man being allowed to go into 
the coal hold with a lighted candle, as this is strictly 
against regulations, The religious ceremony was conduct- 
ed on hoard the North Carolina by the Rev. Dr. Green- 
man. Capt. William A. Marshall, commander of the 
squadron, delivered a touching address, giving high praise 
to the dead ensign. The body of the dead officer will be 
embalmed and shipped to New Orleans, where Ensign 
Aiken was born in 1884. Ensign Aiken entered the naval 
Service as a naval cadet from Louisiana on May 14, 1902, 
graduating in February, 1906. He served on the U.S.S. 
Texas from Feb. 28, 1906, to May 24, 1906; on U.S.S. 
New Jersey from May 29, 1906, to April 16, 1907; on 
U.S.S. St. Louis from April 17, 1907, to Feb. 6, 1908 ; 
and on May 20, 1908, reported for duty on board the U. 
S.S. North Carolina, to which vessel he was attached at 
the time of his death. He attained the rank of ensign on 
Feb. 13, 1908, just prior to joining the North Carolina. 
While at the Naval Academy in 1902, Ensign Aiken was 
thought to have been fatally injured in a football game. 
He was operated on to remove a blood clot on the brain. 
It was several months before he was able to resume his 
studies, and by remarkable work he caught up with the 
rest of his class. He was examined for promotion to en- 
sign in 1908, and was found to be suffering from defective 
vision. He received a leave of three months, during which 
dime he recovered enough to gain his promotion. 

Brevet Brig. Gen. Frederick Phisterer, colonel and as- 
ge 3 adjutant general on the staff of Major Gen. Chas. 

Roe, commanding the National Guard of New York, 
fied in Albany, N.Y., July 13, after a long illness. Gen- 
eral Phisterer, who was known as a highly efficient officer, 
was born in Germany in 1836, and came to this ee 
when quite young. He enlisted as a private in Co, 

U.S. Artillery, Dec. 6, 1855, and was promoted _ or to 
corporal and sergeant. He became sergeant major, 18th 
U.S. Inf., July 31, 1861; second lieutenant in October, 
1861; first lieutenant in 1862; and captain in_1866. He 
was transferred to the 36th U.S. Infantry in July of the 
latter year. and to the 7th Infantry in 1 He was 


honorably discharged from the Army in 1870. “He served 
in several Indian campaigns in the West, 
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action in the Battle of Stone River, Tenn., he received 
the Congressional medal of honor. He voluntarily con- 
veyed, under a heavy fire, information to the commander 
of a.battalion of Regular troops, by which the battalion 
was saved from capture or annihilation. He also fought 
at Missionary Ridge and in the Atlanta campaign. He 
served as captain in the Governor’s Guard of Ohio from 
1877 to 1879, and was appointed colonel and A.A.A.G. of 
New York in January, 1880, and has served continuousiy 
ever since. He became A.A.G. on the staff of Gereral 
Roe Dee. 23, 1898. A son, Capt. Frederick W. Phisterer, 
is in the Coast Artillery of the Army. General Phisterer 
is survived by'a widow and two sons, the elder being 
Capt. Frederick W. Phisterer, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
stationed at Fort Wadsworth. The second son lives in 
Rutherford, N.J. In announcing General Phisterer's 
death, through Adjutant General Henry, to the military 
and naval forces of the state, General Hughes said: ‘The 
life of General Phisterer, during a long career of public 
servicey has been characterized by loyalty to country and 
unswerving devotion to duty. Few officers have done so 
much as he to promote the efficiency of the state military 
forces, and he is entitled to be called the father of the 
National Guard of this state.” 

Many tributes to General Phisterer have appeared in 
the daily press; we quote in part that of the New York 
Tribune, which says editorially: “This country lost a 
patriotic citizen and the state of New York a member of 
its military organization whose position was unique when 
Gen. Frederick Phisterer died. As a soldier in the Regu- 
lar Army, which he entered at nineteen, as well as in the 
National Guard, where he occupied a position of high trust, 
he was the embodiment of that good American citizenship 
to which foreign birth and a strange tongue are no bar. 
His record in the Army was honorable, distinguished by 
valor and bravery, which received deserved recognition 
at the hands of the government; but his more eminent 
services were performed as an officer of the state soldiery, 
which owes its present efficiency largely to his instrumen- 
tality. For twenty-nine years he was the master mind 
of the Adjutant General’s Department. He was a dili- 
gent student and contributed valuable material to the mili- 
tary literature of his day. None would hesitate to in- 
dorse the tribute of Governor Hughes, which named him 
as the ‘Father of the National Guard of the State.’ ” 

Mr. Henry W. Robie, formerly a first assistant engi- 
neer in the U.S. Navy, died at Portsmouth, Va., July 15, 
1909. He entered the Navy as a third assistant engineer 
May 3, 1859; was promoted second assistant engineer 
April 9, 1862; first assistant, May 20, 1863; and resigned 
from the Navy May 25, 1868. 

Mrs. Hunt, wife of Col. L. P. Hunt, 14th U.S. Cav., 
died at the Walter Reed Hospital, Washington, D.C., at 
11:30 o’clock, Tuesday morning, July 13. She had been 
in ill health for some months and was unable to survive 
a very serious operation, which seemed her only chance 
for recovery. ‘Her patience and courage during her ill- 
ness,” writes a correspondent, “made it impossible for 
those about her to realize how soon she was to leave 
them. In her Army life she made a host of friends. 
Many who knew her best followed her to her beautiful 
resting place in Arlington on Wednesday, July 14. She 
leaves, besides a devoted husband, a daughter, Miss Nell 
Tiunt; also a son, Lieut. Claude Hunt, of the 13th Cav.” 

The death of Mrs. Norman H. Farquhar occurred at 
Kendall Cottage, Provincetown, Mass., July 13, 1909. 
Mrs. Farquhar was the wife of Rear Admiral Farquhar. 
Her father was Commodore Pope, known in the Navy as 
“Honest John.” She is survived by three children— 
Mrs. W. M. Garton, wife of Surgeon Garton, U.S.N.; 
Norman S. Farquhar, of Pottsville, Pa.; and Dr. R. R. 
Farquhar, of Washington, D.C.

DEATH OF PROFESSOR NEWCOMB. 

Prof. Simon Newcomb, U.S.N., retired, the distin- 
guished astronomer and mathematician, died at his home 
in Washington, D.C., July 11, 1909, after a long illness. 
He entered the Navy Sept. 21, 1865, as a professor of 
mathematics, and was famous throughout the world as an 
astronomer and one of the most distinguished citizens of 
the United States. He spent the last three months of his 
life completing a work on the moon, on which he had been 
engaged for ten years, and also finished his memoirs, 
Professor Newcomb was born in Nova Scotia March 12, 


1835. He began to study arithmetic when he was five 
years old, and at twelve he studied algebra, taking up 
Euclid a year later. He came to this country to seek his 
fortune in 1853. The international reputation which came 
to Professor Newcomb found its first basis in his report 
of observations published in 1860 of the orbits of the 
asteroids. The next year Professor Newcomb was appoint- 
ed professor of mathematics in the United States Navy 
and went to live in Washington. During the Commune 
he was in Paris, working in an observatory which was 
frequently shaken by cannonading, and from the windows 
of which the flashes of guns were visible. Mrs. Newcomb 
was with her husband during those trying days. He did 
not give up his task till he had solved the problem of the 
motion of the moon and until formule were developed for 
constructing lunar tables. The whole world honored Pro- 
fessor Newcomb for his invaluable contributions to knowl- 
edge. The Institute of France made him an Associate, 
the first American since Benjamin Franklin. The Huy- 
gens gold medal, given by the Dutch Society of Sciences 
for the best work during twenty years, was conferred on 
him so long ago as 1878. He set up the most valuable in- 
struments in the old Naval Observatory in Washington, 
and when the Czar of Russia wanted the best telescope in 
the world he sent his commissioners to see Professor New- 
comb. When in 1897 Professor Newcomb was retired 
from office as director of the Nautical Almanac Office, he 
devoted himself to other aspects of astronomical work. 
He was a tireless worker, spending nights in the observ- 
atory and taking his rest in periods of fifteen minutes 
given to sleep. ‘The tables of the motions of the stars, 
the planets and the moon, now used by astronomers in 
their computations and as the basis of the navigation of 
the vessels of the world, were first made and published 
hy Professor Newcomb. Among the universities which 
honored him with degrees because of his work were Har- 
vard, Columbian, Yale, lumbia, Princeton, Cracow, 
Johns Hopkins, Toronto, Edinburgh, Glasgow, Padua, 
Heidelberg, Dublin, Cambridge, Christiania, Oxford and 
Leyden. The Royal Astronomical Society gave him a 
gold medal. He won the Schubert prize of Russia and 
the Sylvester prize of Johns Hopkins University, in which 
institution he taught for some time. Professor Newcomb 
was a member of every scientific, astronomical and mathe- 
matical society of the first rank in the world, and was the 
author of many books and magazine articles. In 1863 
Professor Newcomb married Miss Mary Caroline Hassler, 
daughter of Dr. Charles A. Hassler, U.S.N.,j and grand- 





daughter of the founder of the United States Coast Sur- 
vey. The funeral took place July 14: from the Church of 
the Covenant, Washington, with full military honors. Pre- 
ceding the services at the church there was a brief service 
at the house, at which only the family and the pallbearers 
were present. The military escort consisted of the Ma- 
rine Band, three companies of marines and one company 
of bluejackets. Rear Admiral W. W. Kimball, U.S.N., 
was in command of the funeral escort. The list of honor- 
ary pallbearers was as follows: Capt. C. E. Vreeland, 
U.S.N.: Milton Updegraff, professor of mathematics, U.

He has talked before 
countless ‘smokers’ and other gatherings of the Toledo 
Chamber of Commerce, visiting newspaper men, railroad 
men and citizens generally, incidentally proving himself 
a speaker of great persuasive ability. He invariably fired 
his hearers with a determination to help along the biggest 
thing, from a military spectacular viewpoint, that this 
country has even seen.”

MAJOR MASON’S HORSE. 


There is much interest in the recent decision by the 
District of Columbia Court of Appeals in the case of 
the United States vs. Mason. The opinion was ren- 
dered by Chief Justice Shepard. Many years ago, while 
stationed in Wyoming, Major Charles F. Mason placed 
his horse in the hands of a soldier to be exercised and 
trained. The man lost control of the animal and it ran 
away and killed itself. The officer made claim for its 
value, which was allowed by the Auditor and paid. 
Over a year after the settlement the Comptroller, of his 
own motion, took up the case and disaffirmed the Audi- 
tor’s action and ordered a disallowance. On appeal the 
court decides in favor of Major Mason, holding that the 
Auditor’s payment of the claim may not be re-opened. 

Justice Shepard in his decision considers the case 
under the light of two acts of Congress which bear on 
it. It is contended, he says, that under the earlier act 
the action of the Auditor is conclusive unless within a 
year the account be revised by the Secretary or the 
Comptroller of the Treasury upon application of the 
claimant; or by the Secretary of War, Secretary or 
Comptroller of the Treasury, upon their own motion. 
The court holds that this is not the necessary effect of 
the later act. It seems to contemplate settlement of 
accounts in general with the government and not merely 
claims arising under the Act of 1885, which creates a 
special liability of the government not previously recog- 
nized by general law; and which also provides a special 
tribunal for the adjudication of claims. 

Repeals are not favored, as a principle of legisla- 
tion; general and specific provisions of law that are in 
apparent conflict may subsist together, the specific 
qualifying and supplying exception to the general, and 
not amending or excluding its provisions unless espe- 
cially so indicated. 

There are two enactments that bear on the case in 
question, the earlier specific, the later general, and the 
latter does not necessarily supersede, amend or qualify 
the former. The finality of the decision of the Auditor 
under the earlier statute has been upheld, in cases 
where claims for lost property had been settled and 
paid; where the Comptroller within the year revised 
and rejected the claims, and the action was to recover 
the money paid the claimant. 

Another contention, says Justice Shepard, is that the 
money in the present case was paid to the claimant 
under a mistake of both law and fact. He holds that 
on this contention there is not a sufficient case stated 
to entitle the government to recover. <A point raised 
as to the real value of the horse was one of fact; a 
point as to negligence of the claimant was one of 
mixed law and fact. But it was these very questions 
that the Auditor had authority to decide. There is no 
allegation of fraud, and if there were any mistakes of 
law or fact in the payment of the claim by the Auditor, 
they were errors of judgment on his part, made with 
due authority and not to be impeached. 

It may be that the Secretary of the Treasury has 
power to suspend payment of a settled claim and have 
the settlement revised before payment; but no such 
question arises in this case, and no opinion on it is 
indicated. ; 

Upon the facts alleged, there was no error in ren- 
dering judgment for the defendant, Major Mason; and 
the judgment is affirmed.

8. Disposal of Enlisted Men Absent on Furlough or Absent 
Without Leave and Without Means to Return to Their Proper 
Stations—When an enlisted man who is absent on furlough 
or absent without leave from his station and is without means 
to return thereto reports at a station that is under the con- 
trol of a department commander, such department commander 
is authorized to furnish the necessary transportation for the 
return of the soldier to his proper station after satisfying him- 
self that he can be intrusted therewith, or in the case of 
absence without leave, to return him under guard if necessary. 
In the case of an enlisted man reporting under similar cir- 
cumstances at a place excepted by regulations from the con- 
trol of a department commander, a request for orders con- 
cerning the disposal of such enlisted man will be addressed by 
the commanding officer of such an excepted place directly to 
the Adjutant General of the Army, by whom the necessary 
orders will be issued. 

4. Application for the Restoration of a Deserter to Duty 
Without Trial or for the Setting Aside of a Charge of De- 
sertion as Having Been Erroneously Made, When Forwarded 
from a Place Excepted from the Jurisdiction of a Department 
Commander; to Whom to be Addressed.—The jurisdiction of 
a department commander over auy place excepted from his 
control by the provisions.of Par. 187, Army Regulations, is 
restricted, except in such a case of emergency as is referred to 
in that paragraph, to action in the matter of trial by general 
court-maritial after charges shall have been forwarded. Con- 
sequently an application under the provisions of Par. 130, 
Army Regulations, from such an excepted place, for the restora- 
tion of a deserter to duty without trial, or to set aside a charge 
of desertion as having been erroneously made, where charges 
have not been forwarded under the provisions of Par. 187, 
Army Regulations, should not be addressed to the department 
commander, but should be addressed to The Adjutant General 
of the Army. 

In a case, however, in which charges of desertion have 
already been forwarded to the department commander from a 
place excepted from his jurisdiction, an application from such 
a place for the restoration of a soldier to duty without trial, 
or to set aside a charge of desertion as having been erroneously 
made, should be addressed to the department commander.

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GUARD DUTY FOR BLUEJACKDETS. 

Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, commanding the U.S. 
Atlantic Fleet, has issued the following orders, which 
prescribe that seamen on board vessels of his command 
shall alternate with marines in performing the important 
work of guard duty: 

In order that the seaman branch in the Navy may 
not be deprived of proper opportunity to become proficient 
in any of the important duties and responsibilities of their 
profession, guard duty on board battleships and armored 
cruisers will be performed alternately by them and by 
marines in regular recurring periods, the length of which 
will be for the seamen not less than one-quarter of, and 
not more than one-half of, that for the marines. ‘These 
periods will be for the seamen not less than two weeks, 
and not longer than one month, unless required by special 
circumstances. The ceremony of guard mounting will be 
carried on always upon the change from one corps to the 
other, and on such other days as may be practicable with- 
out conflicting with work or exercises. The number of 
posts and the rules governing them will be the same in 
one case as in the other. 

The following general regulations will be observed for 
the seaman guard: A commissioned officer of the line 
of the Navy or a midshipman will be detailed in charge 
of the guard throughout each period; he will be exempt 
from standing watch, but from no other duty, and will be 
vigilant in inspecting posts and in instructing the guard 
in sentry duty and in military bearing, especially when re- 
lieving post, making reports, and challenging strangers. 
The guard will be of such strength that petty officers, 
orderlies and sentinels shall be in four watches; the petty 
officers and orderlies standing four-hour watches and the 
other sentries two-hour watches. The guard of the day 
for rendering honors will consist of the first and second 
reliefs of petty officers and of sentries except orderlies; 
if the full guard be paraded it will consist of all petty 
officers and members not actually on post, and will be 
formed under the command of the officer detailed in 
charge. The detail will continue unchanged throughout 
each period, but, excepting for the orderlies, different de- 
tails will be made for the different periods; an exception 
may also be made with the petty officers, though it is 
desirable that this training and experience be made as gen- 
eral as possible with them. One rifle, belt and bayonet 
will be assigned for the use of each petty officer and man, 
which will be numbered and kept together, each man being 
held strictly responsible for the condition of his own; 
and they will be inspected daily by the senior petty offi- 
eer. Sentries and orderlies on post will wear belts and 
bayonets, but will not carry rifles. 

When enlisted men of the Navy are transferred under 
guard to vessels, stations or prisons, the escort will con- 
sist of reliable petty officers of the Navy, with preferably 
a master-at-arms in charge. When it is impracticable to 
detail men of the Navy for such duty, report will be made 
to the Bureau of Navigation, with a detailed statement 
of what constituted the guard. 

Should it be decided at any time to land a force from 
the ships to maintain order among liberty men, such force 
will be organized as given below and will be known as 
the “Shore Patrol.” 

The shore patrol will consist of four masters-at-arms 
or other competent and reliable line petty officers from 
each ship, and these men from all the ships of a division 
will be under the command of a commissioned line officer 
from the relief guardship of that division, who will be 
assisted by a midshipman from his own ship. The entire 
patrol will be under the command of a senior patrol officer 
who will be detailed by the commander-in-chief for 
permanent duty during the stay of the fleet in a port or 
for such shorter period as may be considered expedient. 

It will be the duty of the shore patrol to patrol the 
parts of the town where liberty men most congregate, 
and to preserve order among them. Any drunken or dis- 
orderly man must be arrested at once and sent aboard his 
own ship, and written report on the matter made to his 
commanding officer through official channels, giving the 
names of witnesses should the offense be of such a char- 
acter as to warrant punishment by his commanding officer 
or trial by court-martial. 

There is no provision in the Navy Regulations which 
contemplates an intermediate endorsement by any officer 
upon a letter from any officer or enlisted man prior to 
that of the commanding officer to whom it is addressed 
or through whom it should pass. Such intermediate en- 
dorsements therefore will not be permitted. 





The regulations in regard to the. duties of marines on 
board ship, issued by Admiral Schroeder, have been made 
the object of an appeal on the part of the Marine Corps 
to Secretary Meyer. It is urged that in qualifying the 
method of making endorsements and modifying the char- 
acter of shore guard, there is a return to the policy of 
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President Roosevelt in abridging the duties of marines. 
Secretary Meyer has declined to interfere or change Ad- 
miral Schroeder’s orders. 
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NEW KHAKI FOR THD ARMY. 


The old silicated khaki is to be discarded and hereafter 
an olive drab cotton cloth is to be used. This, as was 
stated in these columns several months ago, is to be made 
of cotton thrend that is spun from raw cotton that has 
been dyed olive drab. By this process the fabric is brown- 
ish olive on one side and a green olive on the other. Under 
the microscope the two fibers may be seen running back 
and forth. The old khaki was spun white and bought 
from the mills by the contractors, who then had it dyed 
and processed with silica. It is but poor stuff at best, 
and even the English khaki has its faults that put it 
far behind the new fabric if it can be produced, as now 
seems reasonably likely. In the recent bids for furnish- 
ing khaki for the Army there was but one bidder, the 
Massachusetts Cotton Mills, which offered to make the 
goods for twenty-five cents a yard. A firm in the same 
line of business, although not a bidder, has protested 
against an award of the contract. The award will, how- 
ever, be made in due time, and there is every prospect 
that the new cloth will be satisfactory and up to the 
sample that has been submitted. After full consideration 
the Secretary of War has decided that it would be de- 
sirable to invite competition hereafter in the manufacture 
of this cloth for the Army and do away with the situation 
in which but one firm is a bidder, and the objection may 
be made that there is a monopoly. Accordingly the fol- 
lowing letter has been mailed to all the leading cotton 
manufacturers in the United States this week, and an 
effort will be made to induce them to try to produce the 
desired shade and quality of cloth according to sample, 
in order that they may bid next year: 


War Department, Office of the Q.M. General, 
Washington, July 13, 1909. 

Gentlemen: Inclosed is a swatch of cotton cloth made by 
the Massachusetts Cotton Mills, of Lowell, Mass. We are in- 
formed that the color is produced by a combination of dyes 
sold by the Badische Company, which colors are as follows: 

Indianthrene Blue; Indianthrene Yellow (Flavanthrene) ; 
Indianthrene Olive (Olivanthrene 1906). 

ese colors are referred to on pages 20 and 31 of The 
Badische Book, 1908, and are, we are advised, covered by 
letters patent. The color and the fabric of this cloth are 
deemed most desirable to be adopted for the use of the Army. 

e@ purpose of this communication, copy of which has 
been sent to leading cotton manufacturers, is to ascertain 
whether, if the cloth is adopted, the Depart:-.ent can procure 
suitable competition in obtaining the same. 

The Badische Company represents that these colors will 
be purchased by all cotton manufacturers who may desire 
them. In case this color and fabric shall be adopted, the 
government will further protect successful bidders by a con- 
tract that any successful bidder shall have the right to buy 
from said Badische Company the said dyes at the prices at 
which they are sold to other consumers. 

It is represented that, with the use of these dyes, any 
cotton manufacturer, with proper machinery and sufficient 
skilled labor, can produce the cloth of texture and color 
substantially like the sample inclosed. 

Will you kindy inform this office, as soon as practicable, 
1st. Whether your mill could make this cloth? 2d. Whether 
— mills generally throughout the country could make this 

About nine hundred thousand yards of this cloth would be 
needed annually for Army purposes. An early reply to this

It is said that the company that took up the task of 
dying cotton in the raw and then spinning it and match- 
ing the desired khaki color spent over $30,000 before the 
experiments were successful. Secretary Dickinson has 
planted himself squarely on the principle that there must 
be competition in contracts with his department, and he 
has the unquestioning support of President Taft, who is 
familiar with all the problems that beset the Quarter- 
master General every year in these matters. 

Steps are being taken with a view to bringing the en- 
tire web or cotton equipment of the Army into harmony 
with the olive drab of the woolen and cotton uniforms. 
The cartridge belts, haversacks, blanket roll straps, can- 
teen covers, leggins and other articles of uniform and 
equipment are hereafter, after the expiration of existing 
contracts for these materials and articles, to be dyed pre- 
cisely to match the cloth of the uniforms. In time it 
may be decided to bring the tentage of the Army into the 
same hue. 
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The scheme of making Corregidor Island the joint 
Navy and Army base for the protection of Manila and 
the defense of the Islands is under substantial headway. 
The idea is to construct a breakwater behind the island 





cat a cost of about $8,000,000, which will provide one of 


the finest harbors in the Orient, a roadstead in which 
the entire American Navy, if needs be, could ride at an- 
chor and defy any combination of naval strength that the 
world is likely to know. The entire system of Army 
supply distribution would be then removed from Manila 
to Corregidor and the Navy supply service would also 
be concentrated there. Ample space is there for any de- 
velopment of buildings that might be needed and a trol- 
ley line entirely controlled by the government would bring 
a very large number of officers and buildings into perfect 
touch with each other. Probably there would be an ex- 
periment of having the transport terminus also at Cor- 
regidor, and a large general hospital would be placed 
there. The climate is said to be most delightful, the sea 
breezes driving away the heat and miasma and the con- 
ditions of living being all that could be desired for the 
tropics. There would be a gain in the matter of securing 
labor for government work, as no little difficulty has been 
encountered in this respect. In fact, one of the strongest 
reasons for abandoning Olongapo was the trouble always 
to be found in getting skilled mechanics and common la- 
bor for government or any other work. On an island 
station, where the government would own everything and 


have undisputed jurisdiction, with a water line absolutely 
in its power, the conditions would be ideal for the pur- 
poses indicated. There is no doubting the strategic ad- 
vantage of a large land and naval force on Corregidor, 
commanding the approach by sea and making Manila as 
safe as guns, ships and men could make it. 
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The construction of the large redoubt at Fort Riley 
has been placed in charge of Major Clement A. F. Flag- 
ler, Corps of Engrs. The experiment will be of inter- 
est, especially from the side of the ordnance problems to 
be worked out with the 4.7 and 3.8 rifles and howitzers 
and the 6-inch howitzers. The effort is to be made by 
the Engineers to design and build a field fortification that 
will withstand the terrible effect of modern high explosive 
shells, of which it is believed that we have the most 
powerful known in the world, Several types of fortifica- 
tions will be constructed, and it will not be before Oc- 
tober that the work will be ready for the Artillery to be- 
gin their tests. The new forms of fortifications that are 
to be tried were designed by 1st Lieut. R. P. Howell, 
C.E., who is stationed with the Engineer battalion at 
Fort Leavenworth. The idea is to make use only of such 
materials as may be found in the country. Two years ago 
the bomb proofs were built of timbers six inches through, 
but they were crushed like eggshells under the smashing 
blows of the high explosive projectiles. In places where 
it could be had for any work that admitted of time con- 
crete would be used, and where railroad rails can be had 
they would be employed. But the idea is to make such a 
fortification as might be constructed in the haste that at- 
tends an approaching battle or where hostilities are al- 
ready under way. Lieutenant Howell has some new ideas 
as to the placing of the timbers in the bomb proofs and 
also as to the shape of the slopes. It will be a most in- 
teresting experiment, a one-sided one, as the efforts of the 
Engineer must be to provide any sort of protection against 
modern Artillery fire, whether heavy or light guns are to 
be used. It is said that the demyunstrations made last 
summer at Fort Riley with the new 3-inch shell indicate 
that the day for reliance on quick fortifications on the 
field has passed. 
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The Wrights have had one accident after another in 
their tests at Fort Myer and have at no time since they 
began their recent flights done anything like the work of 
either brother last year, here or at Le Mans. The real 
objective in the trials is to make successfully the straight- 
away flight from Fort Myer to Alexandria that is re- 
quired by the specifications in the original contract, and 
the brothers are now striving hard to make good on it. 
When the specifications were drawn at the War Depart- 
ment little was known of the Wright aeroplane or what 
it could do. Prominent officers in the Army were thor- 
oughly skeptical as to the ability of the machine to fly 
at all. It was not until actual flight was witnessed at 
Fort Myer that the War Department, or in fact the world 
at large, knew positively that the Wrights could really 
fly. Probably the Government authorities are satisfied 
already with the remarkable performances that were made 
at Fort Myer last year—the greatest the world has yet 
seen. But the contract calls for a straight-away flight, 
and it will be made. It is a difficult one to make. From 
the seat of the aeroplane the aviator is unable to judge 
of objects below him or at either side. He must, like a 
bird, be forever wary of air currents, and if like the bird 
he could estimate and surmount them automatically he 
would be all right. He certainly takes his life in his 
hands when he undertakes the straight-away flight, if 
ever he does, and so the aim is now to make everything 
as safe as possible before the actual trial begins. 

The interest in the new method of inoculation or 
vaccination against typhoid fever increases, with most 
gratifying evidences of practical support in every di- 
rection. Reports have not been received from all the 
posts where it has been put in practice, but such as 
have come indicate that the idea has come to stay, and 
instead of superstitious prejudice against it there is 
to be a hearty, sensible acceptation of the principle. 
At the Presidio of San Francisco 98 per cent. of the 
Hospital Corps company stationed there voluntarily 
asked to be vaccinated. At Fort Wayne the entire Hos- 
pital Corps detachment did the same. At the Army 
and Navy General Hospital at Hot Springs, Ark., simi- 
lar confidence in the plan was shown. At a consider- 
able number of posts commanding officers have an- 
nounced their full belief in the idea and their de- 
termination to urge the commands to submit to the ap- 
plication of it. The report by Major F. F. Russell, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A., who was detailed to visit Euro- 
pean armies and foreign countries to ascertain the prog- 
ress made in various regions in this system of safe- 
guarding troops against fever, is being asked for very 
generally throughout the Army, and there is manifestly 
such interest in it that it will not be long before vacci- 
nation against typhoid will be a matter of routine, in- 
stead of a novelty somewhat to be dreaded and not en- 
tirely accepted as safe and orthodox. 

Among the passengers on the Mauretania, which sailed 
from New York on July 14 were Vice Admiral Sotokichi 
Uriu, of Japan, and his wife. He is quoted as say- 
ing, just before his departure: “I was aboard the 
Connecticut and found her a wonderful fighting machine. 
It is becoming a fashion now to build big battleships, 
and my country is not behind the times. Japan is build- 
ing some battleships bigger than the Connecticut, but she 
is not doing so with warlike intentions, She does so to 














insure peace. So far as her feeling toward the United 
States is concerned, let me say that the United States has 
no better friend than Japan. It is a pleasure to find that 
the fear which existed in many quarters in this country, 
to the effect that Japan might have hostile feelings toward 
this country, is fast disappearing. It was a feeling which 
could bring no good results and might provoke many evil 
results without any proper cause.” Secretary Meyer on 
July 16 received a farewell letter from Vice Admiral 
Uriu, in which he says: “I am, indeed, deeply sensible 
of the friendliness your people have shown to me, and I 
assure you that expressions of kindness and courtesies I 
received from you and your people have for me a value 
beyond the power of words to convey.” 
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Surveys were received this week at the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, Navy Department, giving the 
estimates in full of the work done on the battleships 
Connecticut and Nebraska since the return of the fleet in 
February last, The cost of construction and repairs of 
the Connecticut was $89,000, and of the Nebraska 
$77,000. New construction work on the Connecticut cost 
$53,000, on the Nebraska $40,000. It is believed the 
final surveys will show, according to these figures, that 
aside from the cost of coal, the cruise of the Battleship 
Fleet around the world not only cost less than has been 
supposed, but less than it would have cost to have kept 
the ships in home waters. The fleet being away from 
home yards, the ships were obliged to do constructing and 
repair work that ‘they would not have done otherwise. 
The Bureaus of Equipment and Steam Engineering have 
made reports practically to this effect, and the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair has orders from Secretary Meyer 
to make a report on its share of this work, 
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Under the new system of handling ships’ stores by pay 
officers of the Navy a close account is to -be kept of 
stocks on hand and needs to arise in the near future, and 
the regular consumption is to be estimated and recorded 
carefully, with a strict view to avoidance of waste and 
loss by any manner of handling either in purchase price, 
transportation or issue. It was announced several months 
ago that a report would be made by pay officers every 
three months on all these particulars, and from these re- 
ports it is the plan to deduce a systematic method of con- 
ducting that line of work in the Navy. ‘These reports 
are to be published for the information and guidance of 
all concerned. Owing to the newness of the scheme and 
the additional labor involved the reports have not been 
forthcoming promptly at the end of the first quarter, and 
on that account it has been decided not to require such 
reports at this time, but at the end of the first six months 
of the new order of conducting the handling of ships’ 
stores. 
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The increasing precaution that is being taken nowadays 
to avoid tuberculous infection has suggested that foods 
purchased for the Army should be especially safeguarded. 
By direction of Brig. Gen. H. G. Sharpe, Commissary 
General of the Army, Prof. D. Arthur Hughes, of Cor- 
nell, has made an exhaustive report on the exhibits and 
literature and addresses and papers presented at the re- 
cent International Tuberculosis Congress held in Wash- 
ington, as related to Army,food, life and conditions. The 
report enters into the subject of meat inspection, the 
manufacture of various staples of food, and all phases 
of the commissary system of the Army. It will prove 
beyond doubt a valuable aid in maintaining a high 
standard of military sanitation.

The practice has been more or less followed of allowing 
Marine Corps officers to use Army horses for the test 
rides. This must hereafter stop, however, as the War 
Department has decided that under existing law and 
regulations there is no authority for loaning horses in 
this manner, and that if any accident should happen to 
animals thus loaned there would be no responsibility un- 
der the regulations and decisions of the Department for 
the loss or damage of the government property. 





The battleship target practice for the Atlantic Fleet will 
be in mid-ocean this year and with all the conditions of 
action, in whatever sea may be running, heavy or light. 
For that purpose an extra number of standard targets 
have been ordered from the shops at Philadelphia, Boston 
and Norfolk, by the Ordnance Bureau. They have no 
new features, being the standard regulation target. It is 
expected that the novelties will be furnished by sea and 
weather at the time of practice.

It is not unlikely that within the next year some 
changes may be made in the law and regulations as to 
promotion in the Army. There is support for the propo- 
sition that, instead of a year’s probation for the officer 
who fails in his examination, but six months of suspen- 
sion shall be allowed to intervene before the second trial. 
There is also some talk of making the examinations more 
inclusive upward, so as to bring field officers under the 
blessed egis of anxiety and preparedness.

He served on 
the Colorado, Benicia and Monocacy, of the Asiatic Fleet, 
1870-3: was commissioned a lieutenant, 1873; was on 
the Portsmquth, surveying on Pacific, 1873-6; on the 
coast survey steamer McArthur, on the Pacific coast, 
1876-80: at the Naval Observatory, 1881-4; and on the 
trainingship Saratoga, 1884-7. He was subsequently on 
duty at the Naval Academy and in the Bureau of Equip- 
ment. He was on the Boston, Squadron of Evolution, 
January to October, 1891; on the Pacific Station, Octo- 
ber, 1891, to April, 1893; on the Mohican, Bering Sea 
Fleet, May to December, 1893, and at the Boston Navy 
Yard, January, 1894, to 1895. He was promoted to lieu- 
tenant commander July, 1894, and was commanding the 
coast survey steamer Paterson, surveying in Southeast 
Alaska, March, 1895, to March, 1898, and was at the Na- 
val Academy, April, 1898, to June, 1899. He was pro- 
moted to commander March, 1899; was commanding the 
U.S.S. Helena in the Philippines, August, 1899, to Octo- 
ber, 1900, and was on the coast of China to May, 1901, 
and was commanding the U.S.S. Bennington, May to Sep- 
tember, 1901. Other assignments included duty at the 
navy yard, Boston, as a member of the naval examining 
board and his last assignment to duty was as command- 
ant of the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H. 

Surg. William H. Bucher, U.S.N., who has been trans- 
ferred to the retired list from June 11, 1909, for disability 
incident to the service, was appointed an assistant sur- 
geon in Pennsylvania on April 5, 1898, was promoted io 
passed assistant surgeon in 1901, and surgeon in 1903.

TOLEDO MILITARY TOURNAMENT. 


The Toledo military tournament closed on July 10, 
after a most successful week. The receipts netted for 
the Army Relief Society between $3,000 and $4,000. The 
outlay of the Chamber of Commerce of $30,000 had to be 
repaid out of receipts, so one can form an idea of the 
daily attendance from the snug sum realized for the 
A.R.S. 

Every branch of the Service made a hit with the pub- 
lic. One interesting feature was the heliographing by 
the Signal Corps from the top of the Toledo Yacht Club 
to the far end of the camp grounds. One of the best en- 
joyed numbers on the program was the attack on and de- 
fense of the wagon train. The precision with which every 
detail of the tournament was carried out is evidenced by 
this note in the Toledo News-Bee: “Captain Bowley, 
adjutant general, has yet to find it necessary to send 
out an orderly to summon a detachment. Every man has 
been in his place and ready to enter as soon as the bugler 
blew the recall for the preceding number.” 

Henry L. Thompson, of the Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “The effect of the military tournament on the city 
of Toledo in general cannot be estimated. All lines of 
lusiness have felt the good results of having the soldiers 
with us. They speak highly of the conduct of the sol- 
diers.” Of the work of Lieutenant Miller, 27th Inf., the 
camp quartermaster, the Toledo Blade said: “In the or- 
ganization and provisioning of a military camp, there is 
always one important officer who gets practically none of 
the glory: and yet upon whose zeal and efficiency the 
suecess of the camp arrangements and the comfort of the 
men depend to a considerable extent. He is the camp 
quartermaster and business man. Lieut. B. F. Miller is 
the Camp Taft quartermaster, and has given special 
attention to this kind of duty since his graduation from 
West Point. His work here has been eminently suc- 
cessful, and in recognition of it he has been appointed 
quartermaster and also commissary of the National Rifle 
Match, to be held in August at Camp Perry.” Some idea 
of the work devolving upon the quartermaster of such a 
camp may be formed from the fact that the camp, cov- 
ering nearly 200 acres, was enclosed by a canvas wall of 
7,000 feet, or more than a mile. Within its confines were 
laid a mile and a half of water pipe. The quartermaster, 
before he left Toledo. paid bills aggregating $12,000. for 
the 180.000 pounds of hay, 160,000 pounds of oats, 80,000 
pounds of straw, eighty cords of wood, and other supplies 
purchased principally for camp equipment and horse feed. 
The figures given do not include the meats and great 
guantities of other provisions used by the soldiers. 


POLO AT FORT RILEY. 


On account of excessive rains and bad condition of the 
fields, the polo tournament which was being held at Fort 
Riley last week has been postponed until some future date 
when weather conditions are better; however, some very 
interesting games were played when weather permitted. 
The first game was played Monday, July 5, between the 
6th Field Artillery and the first team from the Kansas 
City Hunt and Polo Club. Long before the arrival of 
the teams on the field the side lines were filled with ad- 
mirers of the game; also the tents erected for the comfort 
of the spectators, by the time the hugle sounded which 
marked the beginning of the game. Both visitors and the 
Artillery team were mounted on their old trained ponies. 

The Kansas City team were getting the best of it up 
to the third period, when the Artillerymen took a brace, 
and the way they went after the ball clearly demonstrated 
that their mettle was up, and in less than two minutes of 
play a goal was made by Lieutenant Hoyle. When again 
tossed in play Lieutenant Parker made one of the prettiest 
drives of the day and again scored. This period was one 
of the sensational plays and several long, high drives were 
made, The fourth period was fought up and down the 
fields, several good horse races taking place, which showed 
the daring riding of all the players. Kansas City scored 
in this neriod. The feature of the fifth was the pretty 
work of Lieutenant Parker, who made the goal that caused 
the supporters of the Army team to vociferously cheer 
their men. Fast riding characterized the sixth period on 
both sides. Lieutenant Hoyle goaled and fouled in the 
seventh, and Lieutenant Browne, after a hard-fought 
period, made a goal. Kansas City also scored a goal. 
Lieutenant Hoyle made a goal in the eighth period. The 
feature of this period was the driving down field by Mr. 
Tiall, of the Kansas City team. In the ninth a goal by 
Lieutenant Parker and a safety by Mr. Velie, K.C., made 
the game interesting, and after a minute’s playing a goal 
was made by Lieutenant Hoyle, the final score being 5 
1-4 to G in favor of the Artillery team, 

On Thursday, July 8, at Athletic Park, Fort Riley, a 
field event by the polo players took place. The event 
brought out nearly all the officers and their ladies from 
the post and many from Junction City, and was one of 
the most interesting affairs that has ever taken place at 
the post. The first event was the bending race. From a 
chalk line six poles were set at intervals, the length of 
the course being 90 yards. The ponies started from the 
line and dodged each pole, and at the end of the course 
the rider hit a polo ball. If the rider knocked down a pole 
he was disqualified, and the first five in the event were 
disqualified. Remarkably fast time was made by Dr. 
Street. of Kansas City, and by Lieut. B. F. Browne, of 
Fort Riley. They tied for first place and had to repeat 
the performance. Lieutenant Browne won the event in 
22 1-2 seconds, The scores of the other entries were as 








follows: Lieut. Cortlandt Parker, 22 3-4; Lieut. J. C. 
Montgomery, 26.5; Capt. N. K. Averill, 31; Dr. Odon- 
nell, 25 1-4; Lieut. J. F. Taulbee, 25; Lieutenant wift, 
24; Mr. McGill, 25; Lieut. A. M. Pope, 25; Lieut. Gor- 
don Johnston, 25; Lieut. H. D. Higley, 24; Lieut. A. L. 
P. Sands, 24; Mr. Loeb, 24, and Lieut. J. A. Shannon, 
26. In the stick and ball event, one of the most amusing, 
twenty of the players were lined up and each given a 
different colored ball. At a given signal they were to 
knock the ball down the field a distance of 90 yards, take 
it around a pole and knock it back up the field and make 
a coal. This event was won by Lieut. Beverley F. 
Browne, 6th F.A., mounted on Old Yellow Astor, his 
time being 37 seconds. Lieut. Adna R. Chaffee, jr., was 
second, Mr. Loeb third and Lieutenant Swift fourth. The 
next event was the umbrella race, which brought out. the 
same number of entries. Winners: Mr. Velie, of Kansas 
City, first, time 38 seconds; Lieutenant Parker, second, 
and Lieutenant Browne, third. The 7th Cavalry cup was 
won by Lieut. George M. Lee, on Captain Averill’s pony, 
time 28 seconds. Lieutenant Browne was second and 
Lieutenant Hoyle third. The distance was 440 yards. 

The third polo game of the tournament was played on 
the field near the Country Club Friday, July 9, between 
the Mounted Service School and the 6th Field Artillery. 
The two teams were evenly matched and the game started 
off with vim. The ball had not been in play but thirty 
seconds when Lieut. Beverley F. Browne, for the Artil- 
lery team, made a goal. The riders took desperate chances 
on a field heavy with mud, and several times the horses 
fell and riders went off. During the first period the rain 
began to fall and all during a heavy rain that nearly 
blinded the players and spectators, but the game was con- 
tinued and fought for at every point. During the latter 
part of the game the field was covered with water and it 
was almost impossible to knock the ball but a few feet 
and the rain and mud made it a terrible strain on the 
players. The score was a see-saw affair until the ninth 
period, when the Artillery pulled ahead and remained so 
until the end of the game. The score was 7 to 5 1-2 
in favor of the Artillery. The line-up was: Artillery—

DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


An Indian campaign badge has been granted to Hos- 
pital Steward August Von Clossman, U.S.A., retired. 

Amendment of Paragraphs 149, 150 and 151, U.S.A.T. 
Regulations, concerning various ships’ messes, was recom- 
mended by the Commissary General, with a view to uni- 
formity throughout the transport service. In conformity 
with his views it is decided that ships’ officers’ mess in- 
clude the freight clerk-embalmer, the veterinarians, and 
the transportation agents; that ship’s petty officers’ mess 
include yeomen, scullions, messmen, watchmen, assist- 
ant plumbers, machinists, bell boys, porters, and steward- 
esses; and sailors’ and firemen’s mess include deck boys, 
winchmen, sailors’ and firemen’s mess boys, cable hands 
and stock tenders. 

In connection with a question raised as to what is 
power of a post commander as to relieving captains and 
lieutenants from guard duty, request is made for inter- 
pretation of Paragraph 21, Manual of Guard Duty. It is 
held that a commanding officer is not authorized to exempt 
any officer from such duty except as provided in Para- 
graph 24, Manual of Guard Duty. 

A General Order is to be issued authorizing the use of 
homeward-bound pennants, to be furnished by the troops 
and to consist of a blue field with thirteen white stars 
therein, and two stripes, the upper white, and lower red, 
both tapering to a point. 

Paragraph 402, Army Regulations, as to hours for sa- 
lutes with cannon, is amended so as to prohibit firing of 
salutes between sunset and sunrise, and to provide for 
firing same (as a general rule) between 8 a.m. and sunset. 

In reply to request for interpretation of paragraphs 12 
and 76, G.O. 69, W.D., ¢.s,. from a captain of one of the 
state teams to compete in the national competitions for 
1909, it is held: (a) That under Paragraph 76 competi- 
tor cannot place a fresh clip in his magazine until he has 
reached the point from which firing is to be made; and 
f b) The use of a lubricant is not prohibited by Paragraph 

It is held that non-commissioned officers can be selected 
for instruction as farriers, blacksmiths, horseshoers, cooks, 
bakers and saddlers at various Service schools. 

Information was requested whether ammunition for in- 
struction of enlisted men of machine-gun platoons of In- 
fantry regiments in pistol practice can be allowed to the 
amount of $1.50 per capita. It is held that no allow- 
ance other than that authorized in Paragraph 2-c, G.O. 
46, W.D., ¢.s., can be made for that purpose. 

Question arises in regard to purchase of white enamel 
tableware from the Company fund at Forts Baker and 
Barry, California. It is held that, so long as the ware 
referred to cannot be secured from the Quartermaster’s 
Department, purchase of same from Company fund js con- 
sidered a proper expenditure.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

William Smith, chief turret captain, U.S.N., on May 
21, 1908, knowing that his term of enlistment would expire 
on Dec. 15, 1908, voluntarily requested to be allowed to 
remain on board his vessel until it reached an Atlantic 
port. At the time he made this request his vessel was at 
Port Townsend on the Pacific coast. He now claims he 
was detained on board the U.S.S. Illinois until Feb. 23. 
1909, more than two months after the expiration of his 
enlistment, and asks for one-fourth additional pay for 
such detention. The Assistant Comptroller decides that 
permission to remain on board his vessel was at his own 
request and for his own convenience, and that therefore 
he is not entitled to the additional pay, the decision of the 
Auditor to the contrary being disapproved. 

On the question of what pay should be allowed in the 
case of Pyt. Andy Boholsky, U.S.M.C., the Assistant 
Comptroller decides that the man had more than three 
years of continuous service on May 11, 190s, the date of 
the passage of the Army Appropriation Act, but less than 
six vears, and consequently was serving in his second en- 
listment period and continued in that period until dis- 
charged Jan. 14. 1909. Upon enlistment in the Marine 
Corps on March 19, 1909, he entered the third period 
of enlistment and is now cutitled to the pay provided by 
the Act of May 11, 1908, for a private in the Infantry 
of the Army in his third period, viz., $21 a month. 





In the matter of the interment expenses for the remains 
of Pvt. John H. Pepin, U.S.M.C., deceased, at Cavite, and 
Pvt. Oscar M. Koehler, U.S.M.C., deceased, at Peking, 
Comptroller T'racewell decides that interment 
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expenses have already been provided for out of other ap- 
propriations, and in no sense are the pay appropriations by 
virtue of the Act of May 13, 1908, available for reim- 
bursement of the appropriations which have paid the in- 
terment expenses. If, however, there be a residue of the 
amount reserved, the pay appropriations are available for 
the payment thereof to the designated beneficiary ; but the 
payment is neither a refund nor reimbursement, but com- 
pletes payment to the designated beneficiary of the proper 
amount of gratuity pay after complying with the act 
and deducting interment expenses. As to the question 
whether there is any difference in the status between 
an enlisted man who dies in the Philippines and one 
who dies in China, Comptroller Tracewell decides that the 
Act of May 13, 1908, fixes a maximum in the amount to 
be deducted from the gratuity pay, regardless of the place 
of demise and place of interment, and that the interment 
expenses required to be deducted by that act comprehend 
all the expenses, without exception, incident to the care 
of the body, and the actual interment of the remains. 

A private of the Marine Corps, discharged on convic- 
tion of theft, appealed from the disallowance by the 
Auditor of his claim for travel pay from place of dis- 
charge, Mare Island, to Minneapolis, Minn., place of en- 
listment. The private in question had coming to him 
enough money to pay his fare to Minneapolis, and the 
Assistant Comptroller holds he is not entitled therefore 
to travel pay.

WAR DEPARTMENT AND “TOBACCO TRUST.” 


The Secretary of War has taken action in the matter 
of a declared illegal combination known as the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company that is likely to attract some 
attention in the business world, whatever the effect may 
be throughout the Army. The American Tobacco Company 
and its component corporations having been adjudged by 
the U.S. Circuit Court for the Southern District of New 
York to be carrying on their business in violation of 
law, the War Department will hereafter decline to 
enter into any contract with these corporations or their 
agents. This action is taken on Secretary Dickinson’s 
initiative, and an order to that effect, approved by him, 
has been sent out by the Commissary General of the 
Army, Brig. Gen. Henry G. Sharpe. The order is as 
follows: 





Washington, May 26, 1909. 

Str: Referring to Department indorsement of March 27, 
1909, referring letter from the Attorney General forwarding a 
copy of a decree entered in the United States Circuit Court 
for the Southern District of New York on Dec. 15, 1908, 
whereby, among other things, it was adjudged that the Amer- 
ican Tobacco Company, the American Snuff Oompany, the 
American Cigar Company, the American Stogie Company and 
the MacAndrews and Forbes Company each constitute and is 
itself a cembination in violation of the act of Congress, ap- 
proved July 2, 1890, entitled “An Act to Protect Trade and 
Commerce Against Unlawful Restraints and Monopolies,” I 
now have the honor to direct that no contract on behalf of the 
Government be entered into directly with any corporation 
which has been adjudicated to be a party to an unlawful trust 
and monopoly, and to be carrying on busi in violati of 
law, nor with any middleman or agent of any such company 
or concern, where it is known that such middleman or agent 
is acting for such unlawful concern.

This order went into effect at once wherever the 
Army is stationed, telegraphic instructions being sent 
immediately to the Philippines, Hawaii and Alaska. 
Not only is it the purpose to refuse to make direct con- 
tracts with the tobacco combinations, but a strict en- 
forcement of the letter and spirit of the order has been 
decided on, and no goods produced by any of the cor- 
porations concerned can be purchased by commissary offi- 
cers anywhere. The same instructions will in due time 
be enforced in the matter of purchases for post ex- 
changes. Thus far but one exception has been made 
to the order, and that occurs where a prominent con- 
cern in the West deals in the goods of the combination 
and also handles independent goods. The latter may 
be bought from this concern, but none of the tobacco 
products which the concern obtains from the American 
Tobacco Company or its constituent companies or firms 
may be purchased by commissary officers from the firm.

time, be ordered by the Secretary of the Navy. During 
the last fiscal year no contract for tobacco was made 
for the Navy and none will be made this year. The 
reason for this is that there is already on hand a full 
supply, sufficient to last the Service for two years to 
come, ‘The canteens have a stock on hand, and singular 
as:it may seem the demand for the time-honored Navy 
plug, which the sailorman likes to cut and load home 
in his pipe, has fallen off tremendously of late. This 
is owing to the convenience of cigarettes, which Jack 
can roll for a quick smoke on the quarter deck much 
more handily than slicing and packing plug tobacco for 
his pipe. The cigarette habit has grown so general 
that Surgeon General Rixey in his report in 1907 pro- 
tested strongly against it, and recently Rear Admiral 
Schroeder took occasion to denounce it. The expectation 
is that sooner or later there will be an order against the 
cigarette, and that when it becomes necessary to make 
another contract for the supply that cheers but not 
inebriates the ban will be put on the output, by and 
large, of the American Tobacco Company.

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U.S. ATLANTIC FLEET. 


The battleships of the Atlantic Fleet and the torpedo 
flotilla, as well as the submarines attached to the fleet, 
have been busy in both day and night maneuvers and 
standardization work off Provincetown and Barnstable, 
Mass. When ships of the fleet entered the harbor of 
Provincetown on July 9 some of Provincetown’s fisher- 
men lost their fishing nets. Several of them went to 
Rear Admiral Schroeder about it, and the following letter 
was sent by the Admiral to the Board of Selectmen: 

U.S. Atlantic Fleet, U.S.S. Connecticut, Flagship. 

, Provincetown, Mass., July 13, 1909. 

Sirs.—The Commander-in-Chief has learned with regret 
that several citizens of Provincetown here suffered loss by 
damage to their fishing nets by vessels of the Fleet. 

It appears from a careful examination of the circumstances 
that the nets were spread in navigable water, not in state 
tide water, and that they were obstructions to navigation, 
in violation of the Revised Statutes. Nevertheless it is recog- 
nized that hardship was suffered in the carrying on of 
operations apparently sanctioned by local custom, and which 
furnished the means of living to owners of the nets. Efforts 
will, therefore, be directed to ascertaining if there exists any 
oo which any remuneration can possibly be made 

It must be clearly understood that if such a course be 
age ne a it i not B peng rm a precedent upon which 
o found future claims, and no injuri i 
to this date will be considered. we ae Pace 

You are respectfully requested to warn all persons that 
on the evenings of Wednesdays, Thursdays and Fridays of 
this month up to eleven p.m. the Fleet will be carrying on 
night exercises in the position seven miles southeast from 
Gurnet Light. The area liable to be traversed after dark 
will be several miles in radius in that vicinity and a course 
for the torpedoboats to return to Provincetown. Any nets 
lying in those waters will be liable to injury, for which the 
government cannot be held responsible. On all other eve- 
nings the Fleet will not visit the bay south of the latitude of 
Provincetown. Respectfully, 

SEATON SCHROEDER, Rear Admiral, 
Commander-ift-Chief, U.S. Atlantic Fleet. 

The Selectmen sent a letter in reply, thanking Rear 
Admiral Schroeder and offering to ati agacites room 
in the Town Hall for the use of his men as a reading 
room on their day of shore liberty, which was gratefully 
accepted. 

According to the daily program arranged by Rear Ad- 
miral Schroeder drills and maneuvers are held in Cape 
Cod Bay in the daytime, at sunset the ships will proceed 
to their anchorages and will be ready for the night at- 
tacks from the torpedo fleet. The attacks from the tor- 
pedo fleets will be conducted under two or three different 
plans, and the system which may show the biggest per- 
centage of gains at the finish of the practice will be ac- 
cepted as the standard, and this same means of identifica- 
tion will govern the other tests under consideration. 

In conversation with a reporter of the New York 
Herald the Admiral is thus quoted: 

“The gun calibration will be carried out in the finest 
detail so that the gunnery work at Hampton Roads will 
show a high percentage for accuracy. Another exercise 
which will be gone into very carefully will be the turning 
test, which is first in importance in evolutions. When 
these tests are finished it is expected that every command- 
ing officer will know accurately the room required to 
handle his ship. These exercises will be based on what 
position the rudder will have to be in to turn the ship in 
six hundred yards at the regulation speed of twelve knots. 
There is ample room in Cape Cod Bay for the work, and 
T hope to get some valuable actual results, which might 
be of great importance in time of actual service. 

“Active work will also be commenced on gunnery by 
‘ping pong’ method, a mechanical arrangement which indi- 
cates electrically from a hammer movement the number of 
hits a gunner can make. The number of hits are ac- 
curately recorded on a card, and the highest degree of 
marksmanship is thus developed. This contrivance saves 
a great waste of powder. 

“The battleships and torpedoboats are both fully 
equipped with apparatus for several different tests in 
night terpedo attack. The rules governing these tests 
allow that when a torpedoboat has approached within 
one thousand yards of the enemy’s ship without being 
discovered it is scored at the rise of a rocket. A few 
nights ago a preliminary test was and two boats 
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got within the required distance, but the names of the 
successful boats were not taken at that time. The torpede 
test will bring out the highest standard of watchfulness, 
as, considering the speed of these boats, they are no mean 
enemy to prepare for. 

“The fleet will return to Provincetown Harbor on 
Saturday, July 17, to give the men shore liberty over 
Sunday, and get away early in the week for active work 
again. I am very much pleased with the grounds about 
here for the tests, and I am grateful to the people of 
Provincetown for the hearty reception they have given 
me and the men under my command. : 

“Another test which will be given some attention will 
be the towing test: One ship of each division will be sup- 
plied with hawsers and towing bits, and one ship will 
be towed over a certain distance, to bring out the amount 
of horsepower required to place a disabled ship in a posi- 
tion where her guns might be used. I hope to have every 
ship thus equipped before another year.” 

The Maine will leave the fleet July 17 for Boston for 
coal, returning on July 20. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Plans are being made at the Navy Department for a 
general inspection of the naval militia ships on the Great 
Lakes. The board will be composed of Comdr. Charles 
C. Marsh, Naval Constr. Daniel C. Nutting, U.S.N., and 
one officer from each of the ships. It is expected that 
the naval maneuvers on the Great Lakes this summer 
will take place in the northern end of Lake Huron and 
the northern end of Lake Michigan only. ‘The ships will 
assemble at Thunder Bay, Lake Huron, on Aug. 9. The 
Wolverine will not be used this year, the flagship being 
the Nashville. The inspection will occur during the 
period of maneuvers, which is from Aug. 9 to 18. 

The Navy Department is advised of the accidental 
shooting and death of Paul E. Parlaman, gunner’s mate, 
third class, on the afternoon of July 8, at Onekama, 
Mich. Parlaman was serving as shipkeeper on board 
the Nashville. He died a half hour after being shot. 
The records give his beneficiary as Miss Marian Parla- 
man, sister, of No. 170 Quincy street, Brooklyn, N.Y. 

The torpedoboat Flusser will be launched July 20 at 
Bath, Me.. and will be christened by Miss Genevieve S. 
Verden, of Louisville, Ky., grandniece of Lieut. Comdr. 
Cc. W. Flusser, U.S.N. 

The U.S.S. Scorpion, after a sojourn of six months 
at Naples, Italy, has returned to her Constantinople 
station. She exchanged with the cruisers at Naples a 
part of her crew, some of the men being due to return 
to the United States. Commander Logan having just re- 
ceived a promotion gives up his command, and left July 
13 for the United States, via Cherbourg. 

The orders for change in command at the Naval Train- 
ing Station have been revoked for the present. Capt. 
W. F. Fullam will not go to the West Virginia, and so 
for the present at least Commander Hourigan will not as- 
sume command of the training station, It will not be 
long before there is some change, since Captain Fullam’s 
promotien and his two years at the station have caused 
him to anticipate orders for some weeks. 


By the purchase of 273 acres of ground the rifle range 
near Annapolis, Md., will be extended from 800 yards to 
1,000 yards. The sum of $75,000 is available for this 
purpose. 

The Navy Department on July 12 ordered the cruiser 
Tacoma to Barranquilla, Columbia, to protect American 
interests. The American Minister, Eliott Northcopp, is 
reported to be at Barranquilla, and unable to reach the 
capital. 

Final merit and standing of vessels competing for the 
cruiser and torpedo target trophies this year show the 
Charleston to be the winner in the cruiser class, with an 
average of 64.114, and the Tingey the winner in the tor- 
pedo class, with an average of 48.047. The standing of 
the vessels as reported from Washington is as follows:

A brisk southwest wind on July 13 turned up a sea off 
Newport, R.I., which pounded the stranded collier Nero 
until a fresh hole was made in her bow. The Arbuckle 
wreckers had completed patching the hull and had the 
vessel practically pumped out when the rough weather 
struck her. It was necessary to let the water into her 
compartments again to settle the hull, and all night the 
seas were breaking over the collier. The weather mod- 
erated later and the wreckers resumed work. 

The U.S. torpedoboat Preston, constructed by the New 
York Shipbuilding Company, was launched at the yard 
in Camden, N.J., July 14. Miss Catharine Magoon, of 
Haddonfield, N.J., daughter of the vice-president of the 
company, broke a bottle of wine over the prow of the 
vessel as it began to move. The Preston started toward 
the water slowly and had proceeded only a short distance 
from the launching platform when she came to a full 
stop. After an hour’s work it was decided to postpone 
the launch because the tide had dropped considerably. 
In the second attempt at night the vessel left the ways 
smoothly. The Preston is 293 feet 10 inches long, 26 
feet wide and 16 feet 3 inches deep. She is fitted out 
with turbine engines. The contract calls for a speed of 
28 knots an hour. 

An examination was made of the tailshaft of the Army 
transport Dix in drydock at the Puget Sound Navy Yard, 
Bremerton, Washington, on July 7, and it was found that 
massive piece of steel was injured and unfit for further 
service. Two new shafts are to he made as soon as pos- 
sible and it will be about a month before the first shaft 
can be turned out and installed in the ship. She was 
scheduled to leave Seattle between July 10 and 15, carry- 
ing a large cargo of lumber, forage and animals to the 
Philippines for the Army. The Dix went into drydock 
to have a new propeller blade put on to replace one broken 
on the way to Seattle. when the propeller struck some 
submerged object. probably a derelict log.

Work is being rushed on the California and Maryland in 
order that they may leave here on July 24 and 30, respec- 
tively.

The Albany, which has been in Central American waters for 
several months, will arrive at San Pedro on Saturday, and 
after remaining there for some days to participate in the 
festivities of the Elks, who have their grand lodge at Los 
Angeles this year, will come to Mare Island, where it is ex- 
pected that she will be-placed out of commission, her crew 
being transferred to one of the vessels awaiting commission.

parent ship for the torpedo flotilla, and the latter to receive 
a@ general overhauling. 

The Schofield Construction Company is preparing to leave 
Mare Island, the construction of the new stone drydock being 
virtually completed. The bunkers, which were used for the 
past three years for the stowage of their material and the 
mixing of concrete, are being dismantled. The company 
which has the contract for installing the machinery about the 
dock is now on the scene, and it will be but a short time 
before this great improvement to the Mare Island Navy Yard 
will be ready for use. r 

Nine civil service employees here have received permission 
to take an active part in a campaign for closing the saloons 
on Sunday in Vallejo. The Affiliated Temperance Commit- 
tee of all the Protestant churches of this city and the Wom- 
en’s Christian Temperance Union plan to submit to the 
voters at the next municipal election in March the closing of 
all saloons at midnight, instead of at one a.m., as at present;

The organizations of the Iowa National Guard are ordered 
into camp of instruction for ten days each as follows: 53d 
Infantry, July 21 to 30, inclusive, at Independence; 54th 
Infantry, Aug. 23 to Sept. 1, inclusive, at Iowa City; 55th 
Infantry, Aug. 5 to 14, inclusive, at Chariton; 56th Infantry, 
Aug. 18 to 23, inclusive, at West Okoboji.

One of the most interesting events of the month in the rifle 
shooting world will be the fifth annual tournament of the 
New England Military Rifle Association, which is scheduled 
to take place at the Bay State range, Wakefield, Mass., com- 
mencing July 26 and continuing throughout the week. Many 
additional prizes have been offered by the active and re- 
tired officers of the militia and also by citizens, and the meet 
promises to be one of the largest ever held at the range. 
Lieut. Col. N. B. Thurston, N.G.N.Y., will be executive officer 
during the matches, and the other officers are: Chief range 
officer, Lieut. Col. Thomas Talbot, 1st Corps Cadets, M.V.M.; 
ordnance officer, Capt. George W. Langdon, M.V.M. (retired); 
post quartermaster, Capt. J. Stearns Cushing; post adjutant, 
Capt. William S. Simmons, 1st Corps Cadets, M.V.M.; post 
surgeon, Lieut. Col. John F. Harvey, M.V.M. (retired); as- 
sistant surgeon, Major G. M. Elliott, Maine; statistical officer, 
Capt. Augustus G. Reynolds; assistant statistical officers, 
Capt. Harry J. Jaquith, Lieut. Harry D. Comerais. 

‘“‘The coming of the year 1910,’’ says the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, ‘‘when the Dick bill, under its provisions, should 
become operative in organizing the state troops as a part of 
the ‘First Line of Defense,’ seems to worry staff officers of 
the several states almost as much as if they were destined 
to become frazzled bumble-puppies. When one takes even a 
little excursion into the region of reorganization, via the Dick 
bill, the impression causes a healthy doubt, as to any very 
early or very large changes, until considerable more legisla- 
tion is had. Take it easy, gentlemen; don’t throw away those 
staff commissions too soon; they may be valuable.’’ 

The Texas National Guard went into camp near Austin on 
July 6, the camp being designated Camp Mabry, and was under 
command of Brig. Gen. Thomas Scurry. The exercises included 
problems relative to placing outposts, regiments being con- 
solidated into battalions. Some Regular troops present also 
went with militia, and the latter obtained much instruction 
from the seasoned and experienced soldiers of Uncle Sam. Be- 
sides the maneuvers indicated, there were drills by artillery, 
infantry and cavalry. Signal Corps detachments accompanied 
and kept different forces in the field in communication with 
headquarters.

The ist and 
4th Divisions, commanded respectively by Lieutenants Rus- 
sell, Raynor and Starr Taintor, will go on their cruise in 
August. 

The annual rifle and revolver competition of the Oregon 
National Guard will be held on the rifle range near Clackamas, 
Ore., during the week of Aug. 1 to 3, inclusive. 

The militia of Arkansas will encamp at Dardanelle, Ark., 
from Aug. 9 to 18, under command of Brig. n W..k. 
Surridge. Cos. A, B, O and D, 16th U.S. Inf., from Fort 
Logan H. Roots, will be in camp with the guardsmen. Lieut. 
Col. R. H. Wilson, 16th U.S. Inf., will be the senior in- 
structor and inspector of militia. 

A lively caucus was held by the officers of the 13th N.Y. on 
July 13, to select a candidate for major to succeed Major W. 
I. Taylor as engineer and ordnance officer. The result of the 
caucus was that Capt. Bryer Pendry, of Co. H, was chosen 
candidate for major and engineer and ordnance officer. The 
other candidates were Capt. George H. Royce and Capt. Ed- 
ward F. Reilly. There were several ballots before Reilly lost 
sufficiently to count him out, his votes going to Pendry, who 
received 22 to Royce’s 15 at the windup. Capt. Pendry, who 
is the senior company commander, is a lawyer and has been 
in the regiment many years. He has been a successful and 
an efficient company commander. A formal election will be 
held in a few days. 

The 5th Regiment, of Paterson, N.J., under command of 
Col. E. W. Hine, went into camp at Sea Girt, N.J., July 10.

Major William P. Clark, inspector, 3d Brigade, of Pennsyl- 
vania, in a report on an inspection he made, says, in part: 
‘*Fully ninety per cent. of the canteens in use in the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania have been in use for ten years, and 
while in as good condition as could be expected after this 
service, which includes two tours of riot duty, covering an 
aggregate of four months or more, there are few of them 1 
should now care to drink from. I would respectfully recom- 
mend that the present issue of canteens be called in and 
a new issue made upon the basis of fifty-eight to a company. 
The overcoats in the hands of the companies of this brigade 
have also been in use for ten years and have’seen the same 
severe riot service as the canteens. ‘The wear to which they 
have been subjected and the length of their service has lett 
them shabby and not such as a man would be proud to wear 
if he takes any pride in his uniform and personal appearance. 
In addition to these facts the overcoat now in the possession 
of the National Guard of Pennsylvania is no longer the regu- 
lation in the United States Army, to which the state is ex- 
pected to conform. I would therefore respectfully recommend 
that the present issue of overcoats be ordered returned to 
the State Arsenal and an issue of the olive drab overcoat o1 
the United States Army pattern be made on a basis of fifty- 
eight to each company.’’

There has been no badge 
authorized for the Army of Occupation, though the more re- 
cent service, that of the Army of Cuban Pacification (1906- 
1909), has been so rewarded. 

J. S. B. asks: Served as Volunteer May 21, 1898, to Oct. 
28, 1898; Nov. 30, 1898, to March 8, 1899; Regular, June 28, 
1899, to June 27, 1902; Sept. 9, 1903, to Sept. 8, 1906; 
re-enlisted Nov. 5, 1906. What period am I in? Answer: 
You are in your second period, as you can count continuous 
service only from September, 1903. 

G. M. McL. asks: Enlisted June 5, 1905, discharged Feb. 
24, 1908, for the good of the Service; re-enlisted Feb. 25, 
1908. What enlistment period am I serving in? Answer: 
You are in your first enlistment period. You had servec 
two years, eleven months, five days on May 11, 1908, making 
first enlistment period. The enlistment period of a soldier 
in service at date of approval of the act having been de- 
termined under the rule laid down in the act, it continues 
until his discharge at the termination of the enlistment period 
in which he is found serving. 

LAW asks: Enlisted Feb. 3, 1904, discharged Feb. 2, 1907; 
re-enlisted Oct. 1, 1907, discharged by purchase, Feb. 13, 
1909; re-enlisted Feb. 18, 1909. What should aw— 
$18 or $15, as a private, C.A.C.? Answer: You only had 
seven months, ten days’ continuous service on May 11, 1908; 
hence, you are in first enlistment ‘period; pay, $15. 

SERGEANT, BAND, asks: Enlisted Sept. 26, 1901, dis- 
charged Sept. 23, 1904, for convenience of Government at 
Angel Island; re-enlisted Sept. 27, 1904, discharged by pur- 
chase, April 22, 1905; re-enlisted May 23, 1908? I under- 
stand that Par. 1358, A.R., as amended by G.O. 153, has ref- 
erence only to soldiers who have completed a full enlistment 
period, viz., three years: or have earned re-enlisted pay by 
over five years’ continuous service prior to May 11, 1908. 
Has the fact of being discharged in Angel Island for con- 
venience of Government any bearing on case in consideration 
of fact that re-enlistment occurred within a few days after 
such discharge? Answer: Your pay is that of first enlist- 
ment, $36. 

X. Y. Z. asks: (1) I was discharged from the Army May 
24, 1903, with three years’ service; re-enlisted June 9, 1903; 
discharged for convenience of Government, Aug. 1905; 
re-enlisted Aug. 15, 1905, discharged Aug. 15, 1908; re-en- 
listed Sept. 22, 1908. at enlistment period am I in? 
Answer: You are in your fourth enlistment period. (2) 
Qualified as sharpshooter March 23, 1908; discharged July 
18, 1908, by expiration term of service; re-enlisted Aug. 1, 
1908, same branch of Service. Am I entitled to pay as 
sharpshooter for the remainder of my present enlistment, 
which expires in July, 1911? Answer: You are entitled to 
pay of sharpshooter until April 1, 1911. 

M. asks: Some time ago I noticed in your columns a state- 
ment that the new order for promotion would soon be issued. 
Is G.O. 128, 1906, to be superseded? Answer: No important 
changes are contemplated. Legislation is likely to be asked 
for certain amendments. 

ENQUIRER asks: (1) Who are the manufacturers of the 
motor used on the Wright brothers’ aeroplane? Answer: 
The Wright brothers made their own motor. (2) How does 
the aeroplanist warp or flex the planes of the Wright aero- 
plane, and how are the elevators turned so as to raise and 
lower; how are the levers connected or utilized?

The sea serpent, which no one has yet been able to 
take captive, was quite prominent over fifty years ago, 
for in 1858 the officers and crew of the ship Castilian 
sent a communication to the British Board of Trade, in 
which they described the monster with considerable detail. 
The Jast sight of the sea serpent was obtained in May, 
1909, from aboard the British steamer Mereddio, Captain 
Clark, by Chief Officer Neil S. Murray, who was on the 
bridge, and also by a Greek quartermaster at the wheel 
and others of the crew. The appearance of the serpent was 
entered in the permanent ship’s log. It was sighted 500 miles 
from Santos, and Chief Officer Murray thus describes it: 
“It was big as a whale and swimming parallel to the 
ship. ‘The ocean fairly seethed as it propelled itself with 
enormous dragon’s claws. A head as big as a pilot house 
and one coil of the beast’s neck were above water. For 
a distance of nearly 300 feet the sea heaved and was 
lashed into foam. I think the lizard was fully the Mered- 
dio’s length, and I feared for the safety of the steamship, 
as the creature, mailed in huge, bony scales of a dark 
green color, swerved as if to come alongside. It had a 
saw-like ridge on its back, and its girth was fully as great 
as that of a whale. After the serpent had raced the ship 
several minutes it humped its back and sounded. The 
swash from its commotion shook the ship and sent spray 
over the starboard rail. I have followed the sea many 
years and, mind you, I am not given to fancies. That 
creature so impressed me that I entered the incident in 
the scrap log and later made a permanent record of it.” 
The Mereddio’s crew substantiates Officer Murray.

When Army ofticers recall the happy-go-lucky way that 
mail was delivered in the Philippine Islands during the 
days of the insurrection they will see a special point in 
the suggestion of the Journal of the U.S. Cavalry Asso- 
ciation, that the system adopted by the Germans in the 
Franco-Prussian War “is worthy deep study and emula- 
tion in our Army.” The memoirs of General of Infantry 
Baron L. v. Seddeler, Russian attaché with the 10th 
Prussian Army Corps in the war of 1870, give this de- 
scription of the mail system of the Germans: At a fixed 
hour these mail carriers went along the lines to gather 
up mail into their leather sacks, especially the postal cards 
which the government furnishea each soldier free of 
charge. On the battlefield it was their duty to ask the 
wounded whether they wishéd to write home, furnishing 
them the materials to do so, and they often wrote them- 
selves at the dictation of the dying. The chief eudeavor 
of the field mail service was to forward letters and cards 
of the dying with the least possible delay—and that not 
to the addresses direct, but to the mayor of their town 
or village or to some minister of the Gospel, whose law- 
ful duty it then became to communicate the contents in 
person to the relatives concerned before delivering the 
letter or card. All matter to and from soldiers in the 
field was franked. In view of the inroads of nostalgia, 
or homesickness, upon the health of commands, any sys- 
tem that looks to quick communication between the camp 
or battlefield and home will make for efficiency. The 
Germans understood this, as well as the value of utilizing 
all possible means to gain the confidence of the people and 
the army.
